Northern 
Pointers 


by JAMES H. BEALE

e Seed sowing indoors: Unless a 
well-lighted window is available, do 
not be hasty about sowing seeds of 
plants intended for summer borders; 
they may become spindly or too 
root-bound before mid-May. Order 
seeds now, and get together the ma- 
terials needed next month; peat 
moss, milled sphagnum, sand and 
soil. For seed-sowing or trans- 
planting, substitute some of the 
plastic flats and composition pots for 
those of wood or clay. These flats 
can be cleaned more thoroughly 
than wooden ones. 

e Pruning: On mild days begin 
pruning. Tree fruits—apple, pear, 
plum—should receive a light annual 
pruning; peach trees need heavier 
pruning. Cutting out a branch cross- 
ing or rubbing another and some 
thinning out in the head to admit 
light to the center of the trees when 
in full leaf is usually sufficient. 
Grapes need heavy pruning while 
they are quite dormant. On red cur- 
rants and gooseberries cut out at base 
the oldest stems, those three to four 
years old; also any stems bending 
towards ground. Cut out short, weak 
canes of red raspberry, and one or 
two of oldest blueberry stems. 

Spring-flowering shrubs — some 
spiraeas, forsythia, deutzia, mock- 
orange, weigela—can have a few of 
the oldest stems cut out, for though 
the proper time to prune these early- 
flowering shrubs is immediately after 
they flower, pressure of work in 
June often leads to their complete 
neglect. Butterfly-bush, rose-of-shar- 
on, peegee and hills-of-snow hy- 


drangeas, vitex, and other summer 
bloomers are pruned as soon as 
sévere winter weather is past. 

e Dormant-season spraying: Fruit, 
many ornamental trees and some 
conifers are sprayed while dormant, 
principally for control of scale in- 
sects and red spider mites. This must 
be done early in the day in mild 
weather so that plants will be dry 
before night; freezing causes injury. 
Whatever spray materials are used,

Southern 
Ramblings 


by BEN ARTHUR DAVIS 
Meridian, Mississippi 


e Plant hardy annuals: February 
is the last call for planting hardy an- 
nuals which you failed to plant last 
fall. Along the Gulf Coast and in 
Florida you may plant during the 
first of the month; in the Midsouth 
and to the north, about the middle of 
the month would be better. 

e Bulbs, corms and rhizomes: 
Plant achimenes, allium, amaryllis, 
billbergia, butterfly-lily, crinum, 
gladiolus, hemerocallis, hosta, liri- 
ope, montbretia, oxalis and zephyr- 
anthes. 

e Perennials: Divide and replant 
native ageratum, golden glow, 
physostegia, hardy phlox and hardy 
asters, and other perennials that 
have started new growth. If day- 
lilies are to be divided this spring, 
handle the evergreen varieties at 
once and the deciduous varieties as 
soon as new growth gets 3 or 4 
inches high. 

e Lawns: Along the Gulf Coast, 
in the Rio Grande valley and in 
Florida you may feed established 
lawns this month. In the Midsouth 
wait until about the first of March. 
Use a plant food that is high in ni- 
trogen, something like 6-10-4. If 
you have a rye grass lawn, cut it 
rather short before feeding the lawn. 

e Pruning: February is the month 
for major winter pruning. All 
those shrubs that bloom in summer 
like althea, buddleja, ANTHONY 
WATERER spirea, crape-myrtle and 
vitex should be pruned this month. 
Thin and shape the shrubs while 
they are small—this will save heavy 
cutting later on. Most shrubs are 
far more attractive when thinned out 
and permitted to develop naturally. 
Avoid topping. Much of the beauty 
and grace of forsythia, deutzia and 
others is in the natural arching of 
the branches. Delay pruning spring- 
flowering shrubs and trees until after 
they have finished blooming. 

e Roses: Prune roses and give the 
beds a thorough cleaning. First rake 
off the old mulch and burn it; then

Midwest 
Pointers 


by R. MILTON CARLETON 
Hinsdale, Illinois 


e Winter spraying: If temperatures 
can be expected to remain above 
40° for eight hours, apply dormant 
oil spray preparations to control 
scale on lilacs, shade trees and fruits. 
Use malathion to kill egg clusters 
on bark of fruit and shade trees. If, 
however, you see whitish eggs atop 
thin hairlike stalks, don’t spray 
these: they are the eggs of a valuable 
predator that kills harmful insects. 
Also watch out for hibernating lady- 
bugs, equally useful. 
e Cold frames: On a favorable day, 
place the sash on the cold frame. 
If equipped with heating cable, turn 
it on for a trial run. If everything 
is in good working order you will 
be ready for an early start with seed 
sowing next month. 
e Sow annual seeds: Start slow- 
maturing annuals like double pe- 
tunias, Vinca rosea and red salvia 
indoors. However, if your window 
does not get direct sun all day, don’t 
waste time on these: wait until you 
can use the cold frame or buy plants 
in spring. 
e Prune grape vines: During thaws, 
prune grape vines. They may bleed 
a little afterwards but this won’t do 
them any harm. 
e Tuberous begonias and gloxinias: 
Start tuberous begonias and gloxinias 
in the new peat-fiber pats. Later 
these pots can be set into the garden 
without disturbing the plant’s roots. 
e Morning-glory seed: For an early 
start with morning-glories, start 
them now in peat-fiber pots. They 
need about 85° heat until the seed 
starts; after that they should be 
grown at about 60°. Plants will 
flower even before you can set them 
out in the garden. 
e Place mail orders now: If you 
didn’t get your seed and plant orders 
off last month, do it now. Most mail 
order houses fill 75% of their orders 
before mid-March and late buyers 
may find some items sold out. 
e Amaryllis: After your Christmas 
amaryllis is through flowering, keep 


it in active growth as next yeat’s bud 
is being formed. When summer ar- 
rives, the plant can be set in the 
garden. 

e Winter garden check-up: Make a 
tour of your garden and check the 
mulch around perennials and roses. 
If a perennial has heaved out of the 
ground from frost action, step on 
the plam to push it back into place; 
then cover with a wad of excelsior 
or a handful of vermiculite. 

e More February Chores: Prune 
superfluous branches from trees and 
shrubs; inspect stored bulbs and 
vegetable crops for rotting or wilt- 
ing; start up dormant plants of 
geraniums so they will make fresh 
green shoots for cuttings next month. 


Questions of the Month 


Q. Knotweed ruined my lawn last 
summer. Spraying with 2, 4-D did 
little good. How can I control it? 

A. During a February thaw, apply 
either lead arsenate or calcium ar- 
senate, about 15 pounds to 1,000 
square feet. Or use one of the new 
pre-emergence crab grass_ killers 
based on calcium arsenate. Knot- 
weed seedlings are just sprouting 
now and can be killed by arsenic for 
just about one month—from mid- 
February to mid-March. 

Q. At what temperature should 
I keep potted tulips when I bring 
them out of storage? 

A. Tulips produce better flowers 
if kept at 40°, but if you are trying 
to force them for a specific day, such 


as St. Valentine’s Day, more heat 
may be needed. Never exceed 48°, 
however, until flowers open. 

Q. I have been told that it is a 
bad practice to smoke when handling 
tomato plants. Why? 

A. Tomato plants are easily in- 
fected with a virus common on to- 
bacco. The disease can be carried on 
the fingers after handling a cigar or 
cigarette.®

SOY BEANS 


by KARL F. ZEISLER 


EAN EATERS are familiar with 
B green and yellow snap, big 

and baby lima (in bush and 
pole varieties), such stand-bys as 
pea or navy, and such exotics as 
kidney or pinto. Yet few know the 
flavor of the edible soy bean. 

I have grown soy beans in my 
garden for nearly twenty years, have 
never had a crop failure, have never 
been disappointed in the abundant 
yield, and still delight in introducing 
gourmets to a new vegetable taste 
that is nutty as dry sherry, crisp as 
water chestnuts, aromatic as fresh- 
picked baby limas and yet almost 
as sweet as early peas. It’s a home 
garden crop you can’t miss on—it 
needs no dust, being immune to 
Mexican bean beetles and other 
bean pests. It is a piquant nugget 
for tossed salads, a meat-extender 
for meatloaf and _ substitute for 
cracker crumbs atop a casserole. 


Beans have been cultivated since 
man first learned to bury seeds and 
count on a harvest. Egyptian priests 
warned that they were “unclean.” 
Yet if primitive agriculturists in 
Africa and the Middle East hadn’t 
planted them, chances are the beans 
soon would have been extinct. (The 
plant has no system to scatter its 
seed; moreover, the seed often ger- 
minates before favorable weather as- 
sures its growth and survival.) 

The paragon of the bean family— 
the soy bean—probably originated 
in South America and was intro- 
duced into the Orient by primitive 
Kon-Tiki voyagers before the 
Christian era. The Chinese culti- 
vated Glycine hispida chiefly for the 
salty soya sauce we sprinkle liber- 
ally on egg foo yong, sukiyaki, chow 
mein and other oriental or pseudo- 
oriental dishes. The  salted-nut 
flavor comes from the dried bean. 

But the Japanese, refining the

soya, evolved the BANSEI variety as 
a green bean, combining virtues of 
the pea, the lima bean and the kid- 
ney bean, and tamed it as an easy- 
to-grow garden vegetable. 


The non-edible variety invaded 
this country spectacularly in the 
1930’s when the elder Henry Ford 
learned about the versatile oriental 
soy bean. He bought some seed and 
characteristically offered fantastic 
prices for some 10,000 acres of rich 
Lenawee County farmland in Michi- 
gan. His workers moved in, stripped 
out farmhouses, barns, fences and 
woodlots, got country roads closed 
and amassed Fordson tractors. They 
plowed gigantic fields, sowed them 
to soy beans and, after the harvest, 
shipped the threshed beans to proc- 
essing mills at Tecumseh and Saline 
(Michigan). There the beans were 
ground, their oil and protein sepa- 
rated; their chemical constituents 
were converted into automobile 
bodies and steering wheels. Ford 
had the dream of chemurgy—con- 
verting agricultural products into in- 
dustrial material. His soy bean 
scheme evaporated when scientists 
learned it would cost $80,000 to 
produce a soy bean plastic for one 
Model A body—the one the news 
showed Henry bashing with an ax. 


Ford’s obsession with soy beans 
introduced a whole new agricultural 
complex to American farms. Today 
soy beans are universally grown; you 
see fields of them in every part of 
America. Their products go into 
protein-rich animal food, into leci- 
thin and into emulsifiers that make 
our beer foam, our gasoline immune 
to frozen fuel lines, and our blood- 
stream free from cholesterol. 

Recently I visited the largest Mid- 
western processing company con- 
verting soy beans into animal foods 
and pharmaceuticals and was 
amazed that its executives had never 
heard of edible or vegetable soy 
beans, which came to America soon 
after the commercial varieties.

edger-trimmers, snow removal equipment,

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The soy bean plants, which have 
small purple blossoms, form pods in 
clusters. When the pods begin to 
plump out with oval-shaped, light 
green beans, it is time for the first 
picking. Don’t wait too long. On 
each plant pods will still be forming. 
The soy bean novice will encounter 
his first setback when he finds it 
almost impossible to coax the beans 
from the tough, furry pods. The 
trick we learned is to immerse the 
pods in boiling water for about a 
minute. Then the slippery beans 
can be squeezed from their softened 
sealskin coats. 


Boil fresh soy beans in a mini- 
mum of water until tender. The 
dried soy beans, extremely hard, 
may be cooked as you would cook 
dried limas. Soak and boil. We pre- 
fer to grind the dried beans in a meat 
grinder, using the floury pulp in 
meatloaf. 

Dried edible soy beans are some- 
what smaller than the varieties com- 
mercially grown for stock feed. They 
could never be used as the Greeks 
and Romans used beans—a white 
one for absolution, a black one for 
condemnation—in the ballot box. 
They’re the wrong color and too 
small, but on the dining table they'll 
win your vote.®

border tree. A planting of these 
trees along a creek is breathtaking 
in beauty when in full bloom or even 
when clothed in its evergreen, olive- 
green foliage. It is a fairly slow- 
growing tree outside of its native 
environment, but may be grown suc- 
cessfully where a reasonably moist 
soil is found and where freezing 
weather is the exception rather than 
the rule. The tree is easily propa- 
gated from seed. Young plants 
grown in gallon cans for easy trans- 
planting are readily available. 

The Oregon myrtlewood is the 
only species of the genus Umbellu- 
laria, being of the Lauraceae family, 
and is known by several common 
names besides Oregon myrtlewood 
—California laurel, spice tree, bay 
tree and balm-of-heaven. In the 
early days of the Oregon country it 
was known as the Coos tree for the 
region in which it was found in 
abundance near Coos Bay, Oregon, 
in Coos County. Historically, the 
Oregon myrtle was first discovered 
and identified near San Francisco 
around the end of the 18th century. 
It was described in the 1830's as 
Tetranthera californica and less than 
ten years later classified in the genus 
Umbellularia, by Thomas Nuttall, 
where it has remained to this day. 

The tree has an unusual feature 
in that there is usually no single 
trunk but, rather, a group of three 
or more trunks arising to form a 
bushy, symmetrical, round-headed 
tree. The acquisition of an orna- 
mental tree of such uniform appear- 
ance, with no attention to pruning 
is a goal sought by many. 

It is significant that many garden 
clubs and other organizations as 
well as private individuals have 
donated considerable funds in a 
campaign to save the myrtlewoods 
from ultimate destruction by com- 
mercial interests who want the wood 
to turn into candlesticks, nutbowls, 
salt and pepper shakers and other 
wooden novelties. The wood is very 
hard and is almost ideal for lathe 
work. The finished piece takes 
smoothing and polishing better than 
most other woods available. Today, 
because of the campaign to preserve 
these trees, many may be seen grow- 
ing along the highways, scattered 
over hillsides and crowding the 
banks of rivers and streams in south- 
western Oregon. Some entire groves 
were purchased and deeded to the 
state as state parks.®

Squash goes 
international 


by JAMES MACFARLAND 


Readers will recall that Mr. Macfar- 
land first described his German gar- 
den adventures in “An American 
Kleingartner” in the July 1956 issue 
of Flower Grower. Mr. Macfarland 
has been in the U. S. Foreign Serv- 
ice and has served as senior informa- 
tion officer in the U. S. Information 
Agency. 


LEMENS WILMENROD, the popu- 

lar West German television chef, 
placed his pots, pans and kitchen 
utensils on the little table before 
him and informed his unseen audi- 
ence that he would prepare “some- 
thing very special” for that day’s 
telecast of his biweekly program, 
“New Dishes and How to Cook 
Them.” 

He announced that he was going 
to introduce “‘a new American vege- 
table-fruit” that an “American diplo- 
mat” had successfully raised in his 
kleingarten in Hamburg. He dis- 
played an EARLY GOLDEN CROOK- 
NECK squash before the camera, 
saying “I'll bet none of you has 
ever seen anything like that before.” 

Wilmenrod made a little speech 
on how this “new marvel” is planted, 
cultivated, prepared and cooked, and 
on how mellow and sweet it tasted. 
Then he gave a demonstration of 
how to cook the squash. Just before 
the program ended, he casually re- 
marked that he had a limited num- 
ber of packages of squash seed— 
donated by an American firm in the 
interests of “bettering German- 
American friendship over the garden 
fence”—for those who might care to 
experiment with the “new find.” 

I was watching the program. In- 
deed, I had a very particular interest 
in the telecast because I had provided 
him with the squash and I had ar- 
ranged for the seed package dona- 
tion by the W. Atlee Burpee Com- 
pany of Philadelphia. 

The program was telecast on a 
Tuesday night. On Friday morning 
(it happened to be Good Friday) 
Wilmenrod phoned me and breath- 
lessly reported that requests for seed 


were pouring in from all over Ger- 
many and neighboring countries. 

“How many?” I asked cautiously. 

“Two thousand,” he confessed. 

There was only one thing for me 
to do—call again upon the goodwill 
of the Burpee Company. I sent off 
an SOS cable. The next day came 
the cabled reply from Philadelphia— 
2,000 more free packets were on the 
way by air mail. Wilmenrod and I 
where both greatly relieved, but only 
for a short while. Within a week, 
some 8,000 more requests for seed 
had poured in. Wilmenrod was fran- 
tic and so were the employees of the 
TV station, which was _ being 
squashed under the weight of the 
unprecedented pile of mail. Again 
I cabled Burpee and again the firm 
came through. 

The TV station, although admit- 
ting that it would not care to face 
such a fan-mail ordeal again, was 
very happy with the results of its 
first “give-away” program. But 
what pleased, and completely sur- 
prised, the station officials more than 
anything else was the fact that 180 
of the requests came from their fel- 
low Germans in the Soviet Zone. 

Letters came from Germans of all 
walks of life—lawyers, doctors, 
waiters, school .children, teachers, 
mechanics, barbers and housewives. 

Long after the excitement had 
died down, I was visited in my office 
at the American Consulate General 
by a representative of the all-Ger- 
man Kleingarten Association. He 
had something for me. It was a 
silver pin and a certificate for my 
“meritorious service to the German 
kleingarten movement.” He said 
that I was the first American ever 
to be so honored in the movement’s 
seventy-year history. This citation 
did not go unnoticed in the German 
press and radio, and in a few days I 
was dubbed the “Diplomat mit der 
Giesskanne” (the diplomat with the 
watering can). 

Thus ended the “first big squash 
year” in Germany. Hundreds of 
kleingartners wrote me long personal 
letters telling me all about the results 
with their “new find.” 

Some Americans have asked me 
if I believe that squash will ever re- 
place the potato in popularity in 
Germany. 

My answer to that is “no,” but in 
a few more years I think you'll find 
that squash will be running a very 
good second.®

Plants Out-of- 
the-Ordinary 


by C. W. WOOD 
Copemish, Michigan 


Pink Lady-Slipper: May I inject a 
personal note into this little piece on 
the pink lady-slipper, Cypripedium 
acaule? 1 just came upon an entry in 
one of my field books of several years 
ago which brought back one of the 
most thrilling events of a lifetime spent 
with plants. A companion and I were 
exploring a vast Jack pine plain, when, 
unexpectedly, we came upon a rather 
sparsely-clothed area of 15 or 20 acres 
which was thickly covered with pink 
slippers—one of the most breath-taking 
scenes that I ever encountered. The 
plant’s wants are simple: a_ highly 
acid, well-drained soil, preferably 
sandy, I believe, and a little shade. 
Plants should produce foot-tall scapes, 
each bearing a large (to 5 inches 
across), pink slipper which will inspire 
the most jaded gardener. Wake Robin 
Farm, Home, Pennsylvania, lists the 
plant. 

Lilac Firmament: I wonder if other 
gardeners think, as I do, that lilacs 
should be blue? I know that some 
yearn for good pinks (KATHERINE 
HAVEMEYER, of 1922 vintage, and the 
new ESTHER STALEY should satisfy 
most lovers of pink) and some thrill 
to the announcement that PRIMROSE 
will give them a yellow lilac. But, if 
you want yours blue, you need not 
look further than FIRMAMENT, a 
Lemoine introduction of 1932. Im- 
mense trusses of very large single flow- 
ers are a clear sky-blue. Wayside Gar- 
dens, Mentor, Ohio, has it. 

Amur honeysuckle: | am glad to 
add my recommendation to that of 
others for the Amur honeysuckle, 
Lonicera Maacki, as a good all-pur- 
pose shrub. Although it usually 
grows not more than 10 feet high, we 
have a 15-foot specimen in good soil 
where it gets the drip from a roof. 
When a plant of that size covers itself 
with large, white, fragrant flowers, 
much later than the ordinary honey- 
suckle, L. tartarica, it is something to 
see. Flowers turn into showy red 
fruits which persist until spring in 
northern Michigan if the birds let 
them alone that long. 

A variety of this, L. Maacki podo- 
carpa, makes a good screen hedge. 
Growth is dense and plants grow only 
6 to 7 feet tall. You will find it fea- 
tured in the catalog of Forrest-Keeling 
Nurseries, Ellsberry, Missouri.®

corner—the far corner, you may be saying. It is true 

that most of the country is still wrapped in the chill 
‘and sober shroud of winter and we can only take it on trust 
that the springtime resurrection will again take place. Here 
and there we may see a few hopeful signs—a swelling bud 
on a tree, a foolhardy young robin prematurely flying north 
to frolic on a twig that sways in the February gale. Or per- 
haps we can see the witch-hazel’s shy bloom in our moist 
and murky woods. 

To the housebound, spring seems eons away, but the 
wise and experienced gardener basks in the sun of ambitious 
plans for the coming season. With clippings from his fa- 
vorite magazine and last season’s garden diary on his desk, 
with pencilled lists of seeds to be ordered, with tentative 
checkmarks in catalogs beside the shrubs, trees, perennials, 
roses and evergreens needed to round out and really finish 
some part of the garden, the gardener is already well into 
spring and the visions of summer warm a Northerner’s blood 
on chill evenings and grey, icy weekends. 

For those whose plans are delayed, or who are undecided 
about what to tackle in the coming season, we present five 
planning and planting projects. Some of them may be ex- 
actly what you’ve been waiting for—others may be the 
launching pad for your rocketing plans. But whatever you 
decide to do this spring, whether it be a large project or 
merely making something out of an odd leftover corner of 
the garden, NOW is the time to think about it and do your 
“pencil gardening.” Choose and order your seeds and plants 
so that when that magic day comes in a few weeks when the 
sun is shining and the earth warms and makes ready to 
burgeon, your plans will be ready to. be put into operation 
immediately, without a moment lost and no last-minute de- 
cisions to be made—and repented of in disillusioned leisure. 
In the following pages you will see both plans and finished 
works that will assist you in your own planning, with lists 
to aid you in selecting plants.

Stone wall and steps must be set on rubble or gravel to allow 
drainage, minimize frost damage. The wall must be canted 
back to counteract soil pres--res. Slant rocks back and 
down, leaving soil pockets h:r: ind there for plants. Steps 
overlap to gain proper support at front. No joint or plant 
pocket should be directly above another. 
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Concentric rows of plants, an old device in garden planning, 
can be useful in the modern garden, too. We present below 
two lists of annuals, one following the plantings seen in the 
photograph above, the other giving an alternate choice.

PLANNING-PLANTING PROJECT 2 


Use annuals for color 


It is no news that in practically all of America, annuals are about 
the easiest things to grow. Whether we plant “Grandma’s gardens” 
—but use splendid modern hybrid versions of the old-fashioned 
flowers—or utilize them in modern drift designs, annuals perform 
handsomely. The motif here is “ribbon plantings,” applied in three 
different plans. Opposite, the ribbon effect is seen in concentric 
rows; below, left, a modern serpentine ribbon gives the bed a longer, 
lower look. The dooryard garden uses it to edge slanting paths 
leading from three gates. 

In planning and planting your garden of annuals, watch out for 
three things: 1. Place tall growers at the rear of the bed, low growers 
at the edge, filling between with graduated heights. 2. Keep harmony 
in the colors, but don’t lose variety. Vary sizes of bloom, too, from 
feathery small flowers to huge ones. Larkspur or snapdragon spikes 
will give additional variety and texture. 3. Space plants widely enough 
for proper development. Some plants grow upright, some are spread- 
ers and the good gardener learns from experience how to give each 
its proper space and how to emphasize and enhance their best 
qualities all season long. 














A A is for annuals, says the ribbon planting along the paths 
of this garden which, in spring, is as gay as Holland with 
tulips and other bulbs under its pair of lilacs (crosses), 
colorful and bright with annuals the rest of the season. 


A serpentine ribbon band ties together a drift design— 
its color carefully studied. Beginning with reds at one 
end, apricots, yellows, tangerines are used in the center, 
with a variety of deep crimson-reds used to end the bed. 








PLANNING-PLANTING PROJECTS 3 and 4 
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Put a pool in the garden 
to complete the picture 


A bit of water, whether in a formal or informal pool, tiny or of 
sizeable proportions, adds an indefinable quality to the garden. 
Perhaps it is because water reflects the sky, or possibly it is because 
moisture-loving plants add a new dimension to the composition. 
Whatever it may be, a pool is definitely worth while. 

Pictured above is a small pool built in saucer shape to avoid frost 
damage. The round plant box alongside is filled with heavy soil, 
the gravel below draining excess moisture. In clay soils, drain tiles 
may be necessary as well. As the pool is filled with the hose, over- 
flow keeps the soil moist enough for most plants. Note that the 
tapered outer rim of the edge allows the lawn to come close to the 
water. Observe, too, how the rocks are set in place on the concrete 
edge, being held above the normal water line to prevent winter dis- 
lodgement from frost thrust. The pool opposite uses this placement, 
too. Free-form in shape, it has a “bowl” sunk in one side (see 
plan) to allow tubs of lilies to grow in deep water. The water plants 
in the pools and the moisture-lovers alongside join to reflect in the 
water, giving double value to the garden picture,

A free-form pool fits well into a natural setting, 
the stone-paved walk being echoed in the coping 
of the near side, and large rocks are set to give a 
natural feeling to other sides and edges of the pool, 
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Tuberous begonias complement a white fence which is silhouetted against 
dark shrubbery in high, filtered sunlight. A mixture of pale pastel and 
white begonias blend harmoniously with the deeper, richer colors. 


Add color to a 
Shady corner with 
tuberous begonias — 


Perhaps no other garden plants bloom with such exuberance or give 
greater satisfaction than tuberous begonias. Given the proper setting, 
the right soil and a moderate amount of care, they will bring rich color 
to problem spots on the north side of the house or to a border with 
high, filtered sunlight. Although tuberous begonias are often thought 
of as shade plants, best results come when they get a bit of sun. Let 
direct sun hit them only in the morning; afternoon sun is too hot—par- 
ticularly if begonias are used in pots on the doorstep or terrace. 

For earliest bloom start tubers indoors, setting them outdoors at 
planting-out time. Space them 6 to 8 inches apart in good humusy soil 
enriched with 2 tablespoons of fish- or cottonseed-meal per plant. Keep 
them moist—early morning watering is best. Feed with a liquid or 
soluble fertilizer twice a month, being sure none gets on leaves, stems 
or flowers. Regions with hot summers and cool, long autumns get best 
results by using indoor-started tubers for early bloom and buying 
seedling plants for autumn flowers. 


How to start 
tuberous begonias 


Start begonias in a flat indoors in a 
mixture of 3 sand and 7% peat; put 
tubers cup side up; cover 12 inch. Keep 
medium moist, never soggy, at 60°-70°. 


Plant out when growth reaches 3 to 4 
inches. Pressed-peat pots or plant 
bands (shown) in the flat facilitate re- 
moval from flat with all roots intact. 


Set plants with tips of leaves pointing 
toward front of the border. This is 
front of plant. Fibrous-rooted bego- 
nias make good border underplantings. 


Begonias iit pots may be set on terraces 
or temporarily in borders. Use a mix- 
ture of “3 sand, “3 peat, and ¥% rich 
garden soil; keep pots well watered.

Ews about the new plant intro- 
N ductions for 1960 began in 


the January issue but a few 
latecomers are included here. 

As is the custom each year, the 
1960 All-America Mum _ Selec- 
tions are announced in February. 
A.A.M.S. is a non-profit educational 
institution for the testing and evalu- 
ation of new chrysanthemums be- 
fore introduction. The trials are 
open to everyone and entries are 
solicited from every plant breeder. 
To win an award a variety must be 
distinctly superior. There are twenty 
official trial grounds in America and 
southern Canada, each under a qual- 
ified resident judge who scores and 
rates the entries. From these aver- 
aged scores, judges’ personal evalu- 
ations and comments, a jury of 
thirteen directors finally selects win- 
ners by secret ballot. The 1960 
winners are HEADLINER, MARDI 
Gras and PINK CHERUB—all early- 
blooming varieties. 

HEADLINER produces sturdy 2- 
foot plants with strong stems of un- 
usual stamina. The glowing terra 
cotta buds open to walnut coral 
flowers that are often touched with 
gold on the petal reverse. There has 
been no color or flower like it since 
the old variety GRANNY SCOVILL but 
HEADLINER is superior in all ways. 
Without disbudding, the flower is 
3% inches in diameter; when dis- 
budded it is considerably larger. 
It begins to flower in late Septem- 
ber and continues for several weeks. 

Maro! Gras bears double cactus- 
like flowers in several shades of 
strong reddish-orange; as they age 
the color gradually changes to a 
pleasing shade of golden-yellow. 
The overall effect is that of a bi- 


color in red and gold—a most color- 
ful chrysanthemum. The plant is 
vigorous, upright and compact, 114 
to 2 feet tall with a 2- to 2'2-foot 
spread. Flowering commences in 
mid-September and continues until 
killing frost. 

PINK CHERUB is a very compact 
plant 12 to 16 inches tall. In early 
September the rounded bush is 
covered with small, 1- to 1%-inch 
pompon blooms. The honeycombed 
flowers are borne in clusters on 
short strong stems. Color is a re-

freshing light purplish-pink en- 
hanced with reddish-purple toward 
the center. Flowers are extremely 
weather- and frost-resistant. 

Plants of All-America chrysan- 
themums are widely available and 
can be purchased from many mail 
order nurseries as well as garden 
centers. Always look for the red, 
white and blue All-America Mum 
certification tag with every plant. 

While on the subject of chrysan- 
themums, the HARVEsT series bears 
added mention (the first announce- 
ment appeared in the January issue). 
This series is distinguished by un- 
usually large flowers, 4 to 6 inches 
in diameter, borne in September. 
Colors include bronze-red, apricot, 
yellow, pink, red and white. 

A climbing strawberry will come 
as good news to gardeners with 
limited space. SONJANA was de- 
veloped by Reinhold Hummel, a 
West German nurseryman; it has 
already created a_ sensation in 
Europe. Plants send out 6- to 8-foot

with hands; then firm more by tread- 
ing with foot—the firmer the better. 
Loosely planted roses will soon die. 
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Most dormant bushes are sold pruned 
and ready for planting. The stems 
should be about 8 inches long and 
roots should be pruned to firm wood. 


Slowly run water into hole and allow 
it to completely soak in. Add more 
water until no more will be readily 
absorbed. Then fill the hole with soil. 


Work prepared soil about the roots. 
Keep graft union just below surface 
except in very mild climates, where 
it should be level with soil surface.

Finally, hill up soil about base of 
plants to keep canes from drying 
while roots become established. When 
growth starts remove all of this soil. 





are many who would, and do, come 
close to this and yet lay claim to 
the title of gardener. I have no 
patience with this school of thought. 

A beautiful rose is worth every bit 
of effort that goes into its develop- 
ment, and every bit of effort the 
home gardener must put into plant- 
ing and caring for it. While the 
special skills formerly connected 
with rose growing have been re- 
moved by today’s improved varieties 
—especially the floribundas—the 
home gardener will still find that 
extra care and diligence will give 
the most satisfying results. For 
most, this is part of the joy of gar- 
dening. May the day never arrive 
when gardening becomes a purely 
passive occupation! 


There is work involved and there 
also is a certain amount of expense. 
But the results are matchless beauty! 
Leonardo da Vinci couldn’t have 
designed or painted anything to 
equal a perfect rose blossom. But a 
gardener can grow them in quantity. 

So the first question would be 
the number of bushes and the types 
and varieties to be selected. Prob- 
ably the best advice for anyone who 
is serious about roses is to plan on 
achieving a rose garden over a 
period of three to five years. Plan 
the end effect and then start mod- 
estly. Add to the garden each year 
so that by the end of your planning 
period you will have the best garden 
possible as to both individual varie- 
ties and the way in which they are 
used in the landscape. 

You know best what you ulti- 
mately want. Perhaps you want to 
use roses in foundation plantings, 
as flowering hedges, in a garden by 
themselves in a cutting bed where 
the temporary loss of flowers will 
not be noticed. Put your ideas down 
on paper. Then judge how much 
you can afford to spend in terms 
of money, time and effort. 


Roses grow best where they have 
good drainage, carefully prepared 
soil and proper sun exposure. How- 
ever, they often grow amazingly well 
under average garden conditions 
with no special attention. 

A rose plant should receive at 


APPLY FERTILIZER: Mix dry fertilizer with soil (left) or feed through 
leaves (right) with liquid applications.

Bush Roses 


Bush roses are pruned in spring when 
leaf buds swell but growth has not 
begun. Basic principles are: 1. Re- 
move all wood killed or injured over 
winter. 2. Remove all weak, twiggy 
growth. 3. Shape plants by cutting 
strong canes to a more or less uniform 
height. 4. If too many old canes, re- 
move some at ground level. 5. Re- 
move dead flowers in summer; always 
cut back to a 5-leaflet leaf. 





Ramblers 


Ramblers are pruned immediately 
after flowering in early summer. All 
canes that flowered are removed at 
base as these will bear few flowers 
next year. Plant will have some tall 
new canes at this time; these will 
flower next year. New short growths 
at base will not flower for two years.

All Other Climbers 


The once - blooming, large - flowered 
climbers are pruned after flowering 
by cutting back flowering stems to 
2 or 3 leaf buds (A). Remove any 
below-ground suckers (D), crossed 
branches (B) and very old canes (C). 
Repeat - blooming, large - flowered 
climbers are pruned by cutting back 
flowering stems to 3 or 4 leaf buds (A). 
Also follow suggestions B, C and D 
described above. 

Climbing floribundas are pruned 
by removing faded flowers, leaving 
2 to 3 leaf buds (A). Remove all 
weak growth and follow suggestions 
B, C and D described above. 


least a half day’s sun. Dig your bed 
down 18 to 24 inches deep—even 
though the roots won’t go that deep 
when planted. (They will reach 
down deep afterwards.) Average 
garden soil will grow roses but it is 
preferable to add 25 per cent peat 
moss and, if you can find it, well- 
rotted manure—about 15 per cent, 
is excellent. Roses like lots of water 
but will not tolerate a location where 
the roots stand in water. If neces- 
sary, place broken tile in the bottom 
of the hole to promote drainage. 
Now a few words about the use 
of roses. Any fence area makes a 
fine spot for climbing roses. They 
may also be trained against a chim- 
ney, a washing line pole, bird sta- 
tion, gatepost, or to frame the door- 
way of your garage or wherever a 
trellis may be put to good effect. 


Floribunda roses may be used in 
foundation plantings and as flower- 
ing hedges (in this respect, avoid the 
widely advertised wild roses such as 
Rosa multiflora unless you have a 
farm and space is no object). Your 
most effective display can be 
achieved by grouping several flori- 
bundas of the same color and variety 
together. 


Hybrid tea roses may, on occa- 
sion, be used in a foundation plant- 
ing but generally they should be 
in separate beds, especially if you 
wish to use them for cutting pur- 
poses. (Floribunda roses are so 
prolific that you can cut flowers for 
indoor use and still leave a good 
display for outdoor effect.) 

Once you know your objectives 
and have ordered your roses, begin 
preparation of the initial beds so 
that all the work does not pile on 
top of you at the time your plants 
arrive. Plan on placing floribundas 
18 inches apart and hybrid teas 24 
inches. When planting climbers 
along a fence, space them 6 feet 
apart. 

Whether you buy bare root plants 
by mail or potted plants locally is a 
matter of choice. However, you 
probably will come around eventu- 
ally to planting bare root plants in 
order to obtain the desired varieties. 
I will suggest some excellent varie- 
ties later. 


If you order bare root plants by 
mail, and they arrive at a time when 
you cannot easily plant, simply take 





the package into the basement, or a 
cool, dark place, and leave it there 
until the evening prior to planting. 
At that time, take the plants out and 
place the roots in a bucket of muddy 
water. 

The next day, dig a hole in your 
prepared bed deep enough so the 
graft union (the knob just below 
where the stems grow out) will be 
level with the ground. And the 
hole should be wide enough so that 
the roots may be spread apart in 
their natural position. 

Cover the roots with a good soil 
mixture and push it firmly down 
with either a blunt stick or your 
fingers. Jt is important that no air 
pockets be left around the roots. 

When the hole is two-thirds filled 
with soil, tramp it down with your 
foot and then fill the remainder of 
the hole with water. After water has 
soaked in, fill the hole with loose 
soil. Continue adding soil until you 
have a mound that covers the first 
6 to 8 inches of stem. This prevents 
drying of the tops before the roots

hulls or peat moss, you will reduce 
the amount of work needed during 
the season to eliminate weeds and, 


at the same time, conserve moisture 
in the bed. 


Thoroughly soak plants once a 
week if they don’t get water natu- 
rally. At the end of the first flower- 
ing period, feed the plants, following 
the directions of the manufacturer 
of your rose fertilizer. 

The more you cut flowers from 
your plants, the more flowers will 
appear. Be sure to cut just above a 
five leaf stem. The new flowers will 
come from the bud hidden at the 
base of this stem. It will help the 
appearance of the bush and keep 
the plant open if you cut above five- 
leaf stems whose axillary buds face 
away from the center of the plant. 

In judging how many plants you 
can afford to buy, expect to pay up 
to $3.50 for a newly developed hy- 
brid tea rose and $2.50 to $2.75 for 
a new floribunda. Older varieties in 
each category will average $2.50 
and $2.00 each.

T= IS A FINE ROSE combina- 
tion for the garden that will 
give continued fragrance and bloom. 
This team is the old-fashioned 
sweetbrier (Rosa eglanteria) and the 
polyantha rose THE FAIRY. 

The sweetbrier has no rival in 
the garden for sweet scents. As its 
name implies, it is the foliage of 
this rose that is fragrant. From 
early spring, when the young curling 
leaves first appear on the sprouting 
branches, until Jack Frost withers 
the leaves in the fall, this fragrance 
fills the garden. It is especially de- 
lightful. following a spring or sum- 
mer shower or in the early morning 
when the foliage is covered with 
dew. Bacon tells us it is the rose 
plant that “do best perfume the 
air” and others say “there is no 
sweeter incense that rises heaven- 
ward.” And in my garden I have 
found all this to be true. 

The foliage, as Gerard describes 
it, is a “beautiful greene in colour,” 
The leaflets are smooth on the up- 
per side and have numerous grey- 
ish glandules underneath. When 
crushed in the hand, these glands 
emit the sweet scents that are remi- 
niscent of the old Pippen apple. 

During the last of May and the 
first part of June here in my Mis- 
souri garden, the sweetbrier is cov- 
ered with a myriad of single rosy- 
pink blossoms. They are simple lit- 
tle flowers, but it is this simplicity 
that gives them their charm. They 
are borne on long arching canes, 
generally in clusters. In the fall the 
bushes are covered with numerous 
“olive-stone” seed-hips that are or- 
ange in color. As the birds will only 
eat them when no other food is 
available, they remain on most of 
the winter, making a bright spot in 
the bleak landscape. As Thoreau 
tells us, “the sweetbrier is thrice 
crowned: in fragrant leaf, tinted 
flower, and glossy fruit.” 

The sweetbrier rose is native to 
Europe and is the one we read so 
much about in the old garden 
books, in both prose and poetry. It 
was the favorite rose of Chaucer, 
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Spenser and Shakespeare. It was 
also the beloved rose of our earliest 
settlers, who brought it to this coun- 
try even before the time of the Revo- 
lutionary War. The sweetbrier is very 
hardy and of the easiest culture, 
so much so that it has escaped from 
gardens here in the Midwest, as 
well as in the eastern part of our 
country, and become naturalized. 
It will grow to a height of about 10 
feet so is fine for background plant- 
ing and tall hedges. However, it 
can be pruned and kept to any size 
wanted. I like one or two planted 
next to the house “looking in at the 
window,” as they were planted in 
early Colonial times. 

The second rose of this team is 
unexcelled for hardiness and per- 
formance in the garden. Although 
THE Fairy is classed as a polyantha 
it grows as a low, compact, spread- 
ing shrub. It reaches a height of 
about 3 feet and, if left unpruned, 
will grow to a width of about 5 or 
6 feet. 

The charming, rosette type of 
blossoms of sea-shell pink grow in 
clusters and are born in profusion 
from the last of May until frost. 
These attractive little blossoms are 
set off by small, glossy, box-like fo- 
liage that is especially disease resist- 
ant; in fact it is said this rose re- 


sents spraying. I know I never spray 
it in my garden. 

THE Farry will grow under al- 
most any condition—in good, poor, 
dry or damp soil. It should be given 
room to spread and of course, as 
with all roses, plenty of sunshine. It 
will then bloom tirelessly and give 
a continuous garden display. One 
can always go out in the garden and 
pick a bouquet of the little “fairy” 
blossoms. To make up for the lack 
of fragrance in THe Fairy blossoms 
I always add a few sprigs of the 
sweetbrier foliage to the arrange- 
ment and in this way carry this fine 
combination indoors. — REBECCA 
STEVENS GILLIAM

What does a rose hobbyist grow? Richard 
Thomson grows both the old and new in his 
garden, which contains over 800 rose plants 


OSES are the main attraction 
R in my garden. At present 

the list includes well over 
800 plants of all types and in all 
situations. Being experimenters by 
nature, we also have become in- 
tensely interested in camellias, and 
have thirty-two of these in various 
locations where the shade is too 
heavy for roses. Our 9-by-9 lean-to 
greenhouse on the south-facing rear 
of the house shelters a good collec- 
tion of house plants, begonias and 
assorted gesneriads which overflow 
into the living room just inside. 
While roses are our main consider- 
ation, as you can see, our interests 
lead in other directions also. 


A garden can be many things to 
many people. To the casual visitor, 
it may or may not be a thing of 
beauty, but usually it is considered 
only in terms of beauty. To the gar- 
dener himself, the garden is a much 
more complex thing, for it is at one 
time a personal artistic creation, a 
collection, a laboratory, and in a 
real sense a gymnasium, particularly 
to one like myself who must watch 
his waistline. The beauty, while a 
primary consideration, often de- 
velops as a sort of by-product, and 
the placement of this, that or the 
other plant becomes an almost sub- 
conscious act. At least, so it has 
been in my garden. 

This has been our first real gar- 
den. When my wife and I first saw 
the property, in the winter of 1947, 
the house, part of a larger develop- 
ment, had not progressed beyond 
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the foundation stage. The plans 
were good, and there were many 
ancient beeches and other good 
trees. The ground is shaped in a 
rather narrow rectangle, and is tra- 
versed by a small creek in the rear. 
Except for the trees, which were all 
at the upper end of the lot near the 
house, the property was completely 
devoid of growing things. At least 
we were presented with a clean can- 
vas for our artistic creation. 

Fortunately, the property divides 
rather neatly into three parts. The 
area in front of the house, between 
it and the street, is approximately 30 
by 70 feet. From the house to the 
creek in the rear is about 70 by 130 
feet, and the piece beyond the creek 
is roughly 30 by 70. All of this lent 
itself to easy development in three 
portions. Needless to say all was 
not accomplished at once. It has 
only been in the last four years that 
we have had a finished plan, and 
that is subject to constant addition 
and revision. 


We have used roses in just about 
every conceivable way. As you ap- 
proach the garden from the street, 
you will find a large semicircular bed 
of floribundas between the side- 
walk and the street itself. The vari-

eties GERANIUM RED, GOLDILOCKs, 
WILDFIRE and CHARMAINE are 
prominent here. Along the drive- 
way, on the right are plantings of 
Rosa virginiana, allowed to sucker 
as they will, confined only by the 
paving. The profusion of lavender 
pink single blooms on 6-foot plants 
makes this one of the delights of the 
front area during its blooming sea- 
son in early summer. 

The property line on the other 
side of the lot is planted in shrub 
roses of many sorts, allowed to 
grow and fountain pretty much as 
they will. The ‘rugosas AGNEs, 
HANSA and BLANC DOUBLE Dt 
COUBERT are the foundation, com- 
bined with the hybrid musks WIL! 
SCARLET, PENELOPE and Pax. In- 
terplanted with these are such 
shrubby types as ZEPHIRINE Drovu- 
HIN and the climber SUNDAY BEsT. 
In the middle of the sunny area in 
front are two circular beds, one 
planted with the latest in hybrid 
teas, with SUN VALLEY as a stand- 
ard in the middle. The other is 
composed completely of my latest 
intense interest, the very new roses 
in the lavender shades. Here are 
STERLING SILVER, LAVENDER GIRL, 
Litac TIME, KorDES’ MAGENTA 
and Carf, all contributing a cool 
and lovely effect to the area. Close 
to and under the old _ beeches, 
trimmed high to allow some light, 
is a collection of the true old roses— 
gallicas, damasks, albas and bour- 
bons—all allowed to ramble pretty 
much as they wish. In this filtered 
light they bloom profusely in June 
and add a note of quiet joy to the 
picture. In the really shady area, 
and in front of the house, we have 
used ilex, hemlocks and camellias. 


The camellias, T. K. VARIEGAT- 
ED, MATHOTIANA, VICTOR EMMAN- 
UEL, BERENICE Boppy and KUMa- 
SAKA have produced 6-foot plants, 
and are profuse in the early spring. 

The bed in front of the house 
proper, facing the street and in deep

shade, is planted with all sorts of 
low rock garden material and in- 
terplanted with the hardy cycla- 
mens, Begonia Evansiana, helle- 
borus, Fuchsia magellanica; and in 
summer the gesneriads—episcias, 
smithianthas, achimenes and Afri- 
can-violets! All of these do well, but 
of course the gesneriads are repotted 
in the fall and pass the winter in the 
house. The occasional hailstorms 
which strike here in Pennsylvania 
are not too serious since the tender 
gesneriad foliage is protected con- 
siderably by the hemlock and ca- 
mellia branches overhead. 

As we pass around the house, we 
find the east wall, of gray field stone, 
faced with a great array of shrub 
roses, and just plain roses used as 
shrubs. This most unfertile area, 
filled with rock chips and excavation 
rubbish, had to be attacked with a 
grub hoe in the initial planting. 
Each rose, in a total of twenty-two, 
had to be planted in a small excava- 


tion filled with topsoil. In seven 
years they have flourished and be- 
come an impenetrable thicket. Here 
we find Rosa Hugonis, two wild 
rugosas, R. rugosa rubra and R. 
rugosa alba, the great Persian musk 
rose NASTARANA and, among others, 
the climber MERMAID allowed to 
ramble freely. The effect is superb, 
and since most of these are repeat 
bloomers, the effect continues all 
season. A favorite of mine in this 
area is the rugosa hybrid SARAH 
VAN FLEET, which has attained 7 
feet in height and an equal girth. 
It is rarely without color from May 
until killed by frost. 


The garden behind the house, and 
on the house side of the creek, is 
designed to be seen from the flag- 
stone terrace next to the living room. 
There are no formal beds here; all 
planting is in sweeping borders. On 
the west side deciduous shrubs are 
interplanted and faced with roses, 


mostly hybrid teas and floribundas. 
There are also considerable numbers 
of dwarf repeat-blooming old roses 
used in the same manner. The bor- 
der is carried all the way to the 
creek bank, and along the bank, so 
that the creek is not visible from the 
terrace by the house. 

Near the house is a large triangu- 
lar bed of tea and China roses of the 
old persuasion. This tends to carry 
the eye from the terrace around the 
curve to the long border mentioned 
above. As time progressed, one of 
the old beeches gave up the ghost 
and was promptly topped at about 
20 feet to serve as a support for 
more climbing roses. In passing it 
must be mentioned that every tree 
on the property has been trimmed 
high enough to support such climb- 
ers. Given adequate light, they 
thrive in such a location. At the foot 
of the deceased beech we have es- 
tablished a bed of fourteen varieties 
of moss roses, some of which are 





good rebloomers. This bed picks up 
the line established by the bed of 
hybrid teas, and connects it with 
the long border. The creek bank 
carries the same line of deciduous 
shrubs, faced with hybrid teas and 
floribundas, some of which are my 
seedlings. This carries across the 
property to within 25 feet of the 
other side, where we find the bridge 
across the water. 


The property line on the east side 
in this area contains a rose border 
of great interest. Starting with just 
a few plants, it has grown like wild- 
fire and now is a hedge of massive 
proportions. Up near the house, and 
close to the terrace, is a group of 
hybrids developed from R. spinosis- 
sima by Wilhelm Kordes—FRuH- 
LINGSGOLD, FRUHLINGSMORGEN, 
FRUHLINGSDUFT and MaAiIGOLp. 
Planted among these are PIKE’s 
PEAK, SCHARLACHGLUT and _ the 
wonderful GoLDEN WinGs. All of 
these are 5 feet or more tall. They 
make a lovely shield against a neigh- 
boring garage wall. After a break of 
about 20 feet the hedge begins again 
in a much denser manner, with 
plants only 3 feet apart and in great 
variety. For 100 feet there is an 
uninterrupted series of big shrub 
roses. 

SCHOENER’S NUTKANA begins the 
parade, surrounded with R. vir- 
giniana, BUFF BEAUTY, BLOOM- 
FIELD DAINTY, VARIEGATA DI 
BoLoGna, Austrian copper (R. foe- 
tida bicolor), MAIDEN’s BLUSH, 
FRAGRANT BEAUTY, a magnificent 
plant of BELINDA, STAMWELL PER- 
PETUAL, INERMIS (a lovely pale 
pink), AUTUMN BOUQUET, the 
lovely shrub rambler VIOLETTE, 
SEAGULL, REINE DES VIOLETTES 
and others too numerous to men- 
tion. These make one of the real 
‘spectacles of the garden in June. 
Here is proof that all roses grow and 
look well together, for the inter- 
twining is magnificent. 


Other roses are used as accents in 
this area. On the back of the house 
proper is a huge plant of the big red 
climber THoR. This has a special 
place in our affections as one of the 
first roses to be planted on the 
property. In a bay near and behind 
the dead beech is a large plant of 
the semiclimber PRESIDENT VON 
HINDENBURG, which produces some 
of the largest roses known. I would

have this in any garden for the deli- 
cateness of the pink color and the 
magnificent fragrance. 

Since the roses are used here in 
borders surrounding the lawn, we 
were able to plant some trees to 
supplement the one fine old tulip 
tree (Liriodendron tulipifera) in the 
center.

This, then, is our garden. It is 
beautiful, a good laboratory for the 
testing of materials useful to the rose 
grower and a good gymnasium for 
the battle of the waistline. It has 
not been a carefully planned garden, 
except as the layout of the ground 
required. Roses we have been able 


,to use in almost every aspect, and 


only one narrow area west of the 
garage has none to show. Being too 
shady for roses, it was planted with 
sasanqua camellias and azaleas, and 
is a lovely spot in spring and fall. 

It is curious that this description 
of our garden is written just before 
the last season we will have it. We 
will soon move to a much larger 
place, one with wonderful possibili- 
ties for roses, and with a total of 60 
feet of greenhouses. What we have 
learned here will be of inestimable 
value in the new place. We have 
outgrown our present house and 
garden, so we move on to a more 
expansive one. To this one, good 
luck, and may your new owners love

In France they’re called ‘‘mange tout” 
In the U.S. they’re edible-podded peas 
Everywhere, they’re delicious 


by RUTH GANNON 


VERYONE WHO GROWS them will 
agree that freshly picked and 
properly cooked vegetables 

are far superior to anything bought 
in the market. This is especially 
true of the pea family. Until two 
years ago, | grew only the tiny 
French peas, the real “petit pois” 
that everyone enjoys so much in 
France. | always grew enough to 
freeze a supply for the entire year. 
Since they are so small, it took end- 
less hours of labor to shell them and 
thus I decided to try edible-podded 
peas instead. 

There is considerable confusion 
in their name. In France they are 
called mange tout—literally, eat all. 
The Scandinavians call them sugar 
or snow peas. Here they are often 
called Chinese peas as they are used 
so abundantly in Chinese cooking. 
In American seed catalogs they are 
listed as edible-podded or sometimes 
as sugar peas. 

Since all peas are a cool weather 
crop and are likely to fold up during 


prolonged hot weather, they should 
be planted just as early in the spring 
as the soil can be worked. In Con- 
necticut I try to get mine in by April 
first if possible. Last year after such 
a terrible winter, the ground was 
frozen more than 3 feet deep and it 


was impossible to plant before April 
21. It is bad garden practice to 
plow or dig any ground until it dries 
and becomes friable; otherwise, it 
becomes too compact. 

Peas like a soil containing humus 
—manure (if you can get it), leaf 
mold or peat moss. This is spread 
about 2 inches thick and worked in. 
Peas also like an alkaline soil so a 
light application of lime should be 
applied over the area where the peas 
are to be planted. Then a line is 
stretched down the row. Two 2- 
inch-deep trenches are then made— 
3 inches from the line on both sides. 
Then the peas are planted 2 inches 
deep and 2 inches apart and covered 
with soil. Unless it states on the 
package that seeds have already 
been treated, I always put them in 
a bowl with Spergon and stir until 
they are coated. This prevents them 
from rotting if cold, rainy weather 
prevails after planting. It also re- 
duces damping-off disease, which at- 
tacks the tiny seedlings. 

After the peas have germinated 
and the plants are about 4 inches 
tall, it is necessary to provide some- 
thing for them to climb on. I gen- 
erally use chicken wire, supported 
by stakes inserted about every 2 
feet or so. The wire is placed be- 
tween the rows so that plants can 
climb up on both sides. Brush is 
also satisfactory, as are the special 
nets listed in many seed catalogs and 
sold in garden supply stores. 

When the vines are about a foot

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high, I side-dress them with a gen- 
eral garden fertilizer, such as a 
5-10-5, which acts like a tonic and 
pushes them along faster. Also, in a 
prolonged dry spell they are thor- 
oughly watered. It is a good idea to 
keep the soil around the roots weed 
free, either by cultivating or by using 
a mulch such as salt hay 3 or 4 
inches thick. or black plastic film. 
This will also help keep the roots 
cool. Watch out for aphids. If they 
appear, spray with nicotine sulphate, 
Malathion or special vegetable spray 
or dust, mixed according to direc- 
tions on the bottle. After the crop 
has been harvested, pull up the 
plants and put them on the compost 
pile. The empty space in the garden 
can now be planted to vegetables 
that mature in the fall. 


The size and appetite of your 
family, and whether you are plan- 
ning to freeze your winter supply, 
will determine the number of rows 
you plant. A package of seed will 
sow 20 feet of single row; a pound, 
100 feet. I use a pound; this pro- 
vides plenty for both eating and 
freezing. I have grown only DWARF 
Gray SuGar edible-podded peas al- 
though there is another variety, 
MAMMOTH MELTING SuGaR. The 
former grows only 2% feet tall and 
produces pods 2% to 3 inches long. 
These are sweet and tender and the 
plants bear prolifically, maturing in 
65 days. MAMMOTH MELTING 
SuGarR takes 75 days and has vines 
4 to 4% feet tall with pods 4% 
inches long. 

Since you are going to eat these 
pod and all, it is very important that 
you keep a close watch as they start 
to mature. The exact moment to 
pick them is when you can just see 
the form of the pea itself in the pod. 
At this stage the pods will be very 
tender without strings. However, if 
they have gotten a little ahead of 
you, be sure you cut off the two ends 
to remove the string on either side. 
If you have picked them at the 
proper time there should be no 
string at all. This is what you should 
strive for. 


We like our vegetables crisp and 
crunchy and these are the methods 
we use in cooking them. After 
washing carefully they are put in a 
pan (not a pressure cooker) and 
boiling water, with salt added, is 
poured over them. They are simply 


brought to a boil and the water is 
quickly poured off. Add _ butter 
and they are ready to serve. Another 
excellent method of cooking, not 
only for peas but for other vege- 
tables as well, is what the Chinese 
call the “stir-fry” method. This is 
far superior, we think, to ordinary 
boiling as no vitamins or minerals 
are lost in the process. With peas, 
the pods are sliced diagonally into 
three pieces. Into a heavy frying 
pan put one or two tablespoons of 
cooking or soy oil and heat together 
until very hot. The oil is used 
simply to keep the vegetables from 
sticking to the pan. With a large 
spoon constantly stir-fry until the 
peas have reached the stage you 
like the best. 

Be sure not to put the peas in the 
pan until the fat is very hot; other- 
wise the vegetables will be soft and 
mushy. The juice from the peas is 
sufficient to cook them. This 
method, used with tougher vege- 
tables, requires longer cooking and 
sometimes a cover on the pan so 
that they steam in their own juices. 
But peas cook very quickly and are 
really delicious this way. They 
should cook in about three or four 
minutes. Be careful not to cook 
them too long. 


Edible-podded peas freeze won- 
derfully. After considerable experi- 
menting, this is the method I found 
best: First, as with all vegetables, 
pick them at their most tender stage. 
Second, do not pick large quantities 
at one time so that they sit around 
for hours before being frozen. Third, 
after cutting off ends and stringing 
if necessary, wash thoroughly. 
Then put just as many as an ordi- 
nary strainer will hold and plunge 
into a large pot (we use a ten-quart 
size) of boiling water. Be sure that 
all the peas are immersed. When the 
strainer filled with peas is put into 
the water, boiling will stop. I simply 
allow the water to return to a boil, 
then plunge strainer and peas into 
a sinkful of cold water and ice cubes. 
As soon as the pods are cold they 
are packaged in pint or quart con- 
tainers and placed immediately in 
the freezer close to the walls so that 
they freeze rapidly. While one batch 
is cooling, the next goes into the 
boiling water and we have quite a 
production line. The actual process- 
ing takes far less time than picking 
and preparing. Best of all, a tre- 


mendous amount of labor is saved 
by not having to shell the peas. 


CHOP SUEY 

This is a good Chinese recipe with 
which you can experiment, not only 
in the vegetables used but also in the 
kind of meats. 

1 pound edible-podded peas 
1 cup diced cabbage 
1 pound fresh mushrooms 
Y2 pound bean sprouts (fresh 
or canned) 
Y can water chestnuts, sliced 
1 package asparagus, thawed 
and drained 
cup celery, sliced diagonally 
cloves of garlic 
leeks or 6 shallots sliced di- 
agonally (if not obtainable 
use 2 onions instead) 
2 tablespoons of vegetable oil 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon monosodium gluta- 
mate (Accent) 

Prepare fresh vegetables, slice and 
put to one side. Heat oil. Squeeze 
garlic through garlic press and add 
to cabbage, peas and onions. Stir- 
fry and put aside. Then put in mush- 
rooms, water chestnuts, asparagus 
tips and stir-fry. Add bean sprouts 
(drain if canned), seasonings and 
stir-fry everything together. To this 
vegetable mixture may be added 
pieces of leftover chicken, pork or 
other meat or fish. If these are 
already cooked do not add to the 
vegetable mixture until just ready 
to serve. I also like to add a gener- 
ous cup of blanched almonds to the 
mixture before serving. Much of 
this can be prepared ahead of time 
and put together quickly at meal 
time. Serve over rice and flavor with 
soy sauce if you wish.

LET'S TAKE A GARDEN TRIP 


All England is a garden— 
here are my favorites 


LL ENGLAND is a garden. The 
A flower-loving traveler discov- 
ers that a stroll through the 
tiniest village reveals charming door- 
yard plantings and attractive small 
public areas, sometimes at a bus 
stop—evidence of a general pleas- 
ure in plants rarely met with else- 
where. Then there are the incom- 
parably beautiful gardens belonging 
to the great houses, some with turf 
centuries old and designs going back 
to Elizabethan times. These should 
not be taken hurriedly but savoured 
through slow wanderings, their mes- 
sage of enduring beauty compre- 
hended. 
Motoring through England and

up to Edinburgh can be a garden- 
ing experience of unparalleled pleas- 
ure, the only difficulty being one of 
selection. Last summer I spent 
many weeks visiting the stately 
homes of England and lingering in 
the old gardens, each place a spe- 
cial joy. I visited, also, the great 
botanical collections of Kew, Wis- 
ley and Edinburgh; I saw many 
small private gardens—sometimes 
by invitation, sometimes accidental- 
ly through the easy acquaintance of 
over-the-fence admiring. I found 
that practically all Englishmen love 
gardening. Ask, “What is your 
hobby?” and the answer invariably 
is, “My bit of garden, I suppose.” 
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And this is a country, also, where 
the flower arranger is first a garden- 
er; the quality of her material is 
superb even in the smaller shows. 

For guidance in seeing English 
gardens, you will find invaluable a 
copy of Historic Houses and Castles 
(less than 50 cents in England 
though it has 175 handsome illus- 
trations; and in this country usually 
free, as at the British Travel Asso- 
ciation, 680 Fifth Avenue, New 
York 19). Gardens open to the 
public are listed with days and 
hours; you sometimes have to do a 
little maneuvering to be in the right 
spot on the right day. With this 
guide and a good road map, how- 
ever, you can travel happily for 
weeks, seeing the gardens in asso- 
ciation with the always-fascinating 
great houses. I also depended a 
great deal on Hotels and Restau- 
rants, published by the British 
Travel Association. Almost all the 
British hotels are excellent—clean, 
comfortable (if you don’t require a 
private bath, and you get quite used 
to not having one) and with good 
food and friendly service. I loved 
them all! 

But to return to the gardens. In 
motoring, I found it amusing to ob- 
serve the topographical differences 
in this small country of England 
where you are never more than 
seventy miles from the sea. You 
can see plant enthusiasms taking 
hold of communities. In one there 
was a passion for topiary chairs; in 
another people loved lilies. Sweet 
William and Canterbury bells were 
the choice of a whole series of vil- 
lages. Everywhere there were hang- 
ing baskets. 

I saw perhaps fifty of the great

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gardens, and I hope you will too. 
However, if your visit must be brief, 
I'll tell you about six I particularly 
enjoyed—and I can guarantee you 
will too. 

Start in the southwest in Kent and 
spend a day at Sissinghurst Castle, 
which is quite close to London. Sis- 
singhurst is a moving experience. 
You sense immediately the love that 
has gone into its development, and 
the knowledge—-not to mention the 
hard work. Here live Sir Harold 
Nicholson and his wife, V. Sackville 
West; both are writers and devoted 
gardeners. As I wandered through 
the gardens on a sunny mid-June 
morning with the scent of the roses 
sweet on the air, I kept thinking of 
Miss West's lines: 

“The air of June is velvet with 

her scent 
The realm of June is splendid 
with her state.” 

The castle is actually a dramatic 
fragment, two great Tudor towers 
and some sections of wall, all of 
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rose-colored brick, and even more 
beautiful perhaps in their partial 
state. The walls surrounding the 
central quadrangle of grass are or- 
namented with climbing roses—the 
scented, almost white PAUL’s LEM- 


Cedar of Lebanon towers over border. 


ON PILLAR, the wonderful rampant 
coppery ALBERTINE, an English fa- 
vorite, and below it CAMBRIDGE 
BLUE lobelia and blue cynoglossum 
echoing the blue of the sky (on my 
day) and grown in a great verdi- 
grised copper urn. 

The garden would be a delight in 
any season, in bloom or out, the 
long series of small gardens being 
set in a formal design, often infor- 
mally planted. Clipped yew or box 
mark off the small “rooms” with 
long and short vistas for interest and 
breathing space. These lead to a 
Greek statue, perhaps, sometimes 
placed in a quiet circle of grass, or 
to a piece of modern sculpture in 
a weeping pear tree trained to em- 
bower it. Or the point of interest 
may be a bench, a great urn or a 
wall plaque, often with gentle steps 
to delineate a change of level. 

At Sissinghurst in spring there are 
the flowering avenues of pleached 
lime trees with myriads of narcissus 
and anemones flowering below, the 
ornamental cherries and the nut 
walk of KENT Cop, a kind of filbert. 

In early summer the glorious gar- 
dens of species and old roses are 
at their height. Roses are grown on 
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tripods, pegged down to get the most 
flowering from horizontal growth 
or staked to wander into trees—the 
darker shades sometimes set off by 
pale varieties of clematis and great 
purple alliums. 

Be sure to notice the use of urns, 
tubs and pots, one of the character- 
istically fine aspects of English gar- 
dens. At Sissinghurst, there are Ital- 
ian urns overflowing with purple 
velvet pelargoniums or heavily 
scented heliotrope, and many choice 
potted plants as well. You will en- 
joy the white garden, sweet with 
lilies in July, the yellow garden, a 
mass of annuals. Linger in the herb 
garden with its clipped yew boun- 
daries and central Byzantine lions. 
Beside it, in the moat, the black- 
and-white Muscovy ducks swim 
among the water-lilies. Beyond the 
herb garden you can see (if you 
jump up on the Greek column seat) 
the panorama of the Kentish Weald, 
for so the county round about pat- 
terns itself. You will always remem- 
ber the meadows of Sissinghurst 
with the dappled Morit sheep and 
the warm scent of roses, herbs, he- 
liotrope and box, the utter beauty 
of this most lovely garden, the si- 
lence broken only by the sound of 
a lark, the peace hardly disturbed 
by the swift dart of the yellow ham- 
mer. Sissinghurst is, indeed, not to 
be missed. 

Not far away in Brenchley, also 
in Kent, is Mr. Jack Murdocke’s 
wonderful place, Brattles Grange, 
with a wandering stream beautifully 
planted. In Northiam in Sussex is 
Mrs. Nathaniel Lloyd’s Great Dix- 
ter, with a_half-timbered manor 
house dating back to the fifteenth 
century and charming gardens de- 
signed by Lutgens in the twentieth 
century but in suitable style. Roses 
abound here, too, and you will be 
enchanted by the sunken garden 
with the pool. Near London are 
the botanic gardens of Wisley and 
Kew—with a delectable shop for 
“teas” opposite. At Windsor Great 
Park are the Saville Gardens, on 
which Lanning Roper has written a 
fascinating book. Many rare and 
handsome trees and shrubs are here, 
and all plainly labeled. 

Just eighteen miles north of Lon- 
don is Hatfield House in Hertford- 
shire, one of the most fascinating 
places I have ever seen. The house 
is Jacobean; close by stands the an- 
cient Tudor Palace (you can have 


an excellent lunch or tea there in 
the Great Hall) where Henry VIII's 
daughters, Mary and_ Elizabeth, 
each lived for a time. It was under 
a great oak nearby that, tradition 
has it, Elizabeth was reading her 
Testament when a group of gentle- 
men galloped up to inform her of 
Queen Mary’s death. Raising her 
eyes she quoted what she was read- 
ing, “This is the Lord’s doing and 
it is marvelous in our eyes.” She 
held her first council in the Great 
Hall of the Palace. 

The newer Hatfield House, built 
at the beginning of the 17th cen- 
tury, also speaks eloquently of Eliz- 
abeth and her father, Henry VIII, 
although it was not built in their 
time. I enjoyed these noble, hand- 
somely furnished rooms, which are 
still lived in. I lingered over the 
portraits, the paneling, the posset 
set and the cradle, and, of course, 
the carved figure on the stairway 
of John Tradescant, gardener to 
Charles I, for whom tradescantia is 
named. 

The great West Garden is en- 
closed by a clipped yew hedge, 
bulged at the corners to contain 
statues. Featured are four ancient 
mulberries, planted by James I.

Laid out in 1900 but in the original 
Jacobean form, this garden includes 
beeches now 250 years old. It cen- 
ters upon a large water-lily pool and 
fountain. Formal beds are bisected 
by grass paths. In mid-June the 
roses, both old and modern types, 
and the peonies were just “going 
over,” but many perennials, includ- 
ing delphinium, were at their prime, 
with a wealth of graceful lavender 
catmint (Nepeta mussini) filling the 
beds to overflowing. Although the 
sections of this garden were not 
planted exactly alike, there was a 
certain subtle balance of materials 
and always important accents of 
yellow (rather than white) in tall 
verbascum and GOLD PLATE yar- 
row, with various lower yellow 
plants of daisy type here and there. 
The taller specimens were support- 
ed by brush thrust among them in- 
stead of by stakes. Brush does a 
good unobtrusive job—the plants 
growing naturally around it. There 
was helpful labeling throughout. 
Obviously someone loves this gar- 
den which the Cecil family still en- 
joys after 350 years. 

Besides this formal layout, with 
the nearby lime arbor, there are the 
late 18th century terraces, the maze 
in the East Garden and a wealth of 
handsome climbing roses beside the 
ancient palace. I loved Hatfield and 
spent hours and hours exploring it 
both inside and out. It cannot be 
missed! 

In the Midlands, in Derbyshire, 
are two noteworthy gardens which 
you could see in one day, but I hope 
you won’t. Haddon Hall and Chats- 
worth each deserve a lot of time. 
If you hurry them, you won’t really 
enjoy either. Each is vast, as to 
both house and garden, and while 
the spirit may be willing, I warn 
you the flesh will fail. 

Unlike Hatfield, which has no 
natural beauty of site, Haddon is 
at the top of a long rise above the 
Wye River. Through the centuries 
a series of seven terraces has been 
developed from the south of the 
house right down to the water. Here 
through door, staircase, and over a 
bridge, you can follow the elope- 
ment of Dorothy Vernon with John 
Manners, who had had to disguise 
himself as a forester, so the story 
goes, because his suit was not ac- 
ceptable to the family. However, 
when sister Margaret’s wedding cel- 
ebration was in process in the beau- 


tiful long gallery, Dorothy seized the 
opportunity and fled. Historians 
quibble over the story but the ro- 
mantics among us happily accept it 
and find house and garden all the 
more delightful because we can so 
exactly visualize the escape that re- 
sulted in the joining of two great 
English families. 

Haddon Hall, now a seat of the 
Duke of Rutland, is not in the hand- 
some, fully furnished condition of 
many of the great houses. Nonethe- 
less, even the empty rooms are well 
worth seeing, and the gardens are 
marvelously maintained. Mr. Pritch- 
ard is in charge, and perhaps you

can have a chat with him as I did, 
sitting on a teakwood bench, my 
back to a long wall ornamented by 
bay windows, my eyes roving over 
the vast terraced expanse below and 
then moving above to the little vil- 
lage far away. 

Old and new roses grow in abun- 
dance here, adorning the house 
walls and the great terrace walls, 
too. The musks (especially the very 
fragrant FELICIA, KATHLEEN and 
CORNELIA), the Penzance briars, 
FRENSHAM, KATHLEEN HARROP, 
NEVADA, FRUHLINGSGOLD, MORGEN- 
SEN, and La Rfve (a wonderful 
yellow climber) thrive in the limey 
soil which is well mixed with ma- 
nure and bone meal “a spit deep.” 
Sometimes the roses are set off by 
nepeta, Six HILLS GIANT. There is 
lovely and unusual clematis here, 
too, and many other vines. The del- 
phinium are unbelievably glorious, 
and the Fountain Court is a place 
in which to dream. At the right is 
a lower terrace with buttresses also 
covered with climbing roses and 


many rock plants. Far below is the 
flight of 176 dry steps leading down 
steeply to the Wye. 

I want to say that Haddon is my 
favorite garden, but one cannot pos- 
sibly have a favorite in England. 
But the fragrance of these “hanging 
gardens” (I shall never forget the 
scent of a pair of Rosa alba CELEs- 
TIAL, at the top of one flight of 
steps), the blue delphinium spires 
rising before the great, gray, stone- 
walls and adorning the window em- 
brasures, the long views of the 
country side—these will always 
dwell in my mind and my heart. 

If you are stopping overnight so 
as to give time to the two magnifi- 
cent Derbyshire gardens, you will 
like the Rutland Arms Hotel in 
Bakewell, a few miles from either 
of them in the midst of delightful 
country. (Should you go to Baslow, 
which is quite near, do stop at the 
small bakeshop advertising home- 
made cake. It’s marvelous.) Just 
across from the hotel in Bakewell 
you can enjoy a charming little me- 
morial park beautifully set with 
bedding plants—the English take 
pains to do these well. Be sure to 
notice, too, the effective frieze the 
silver lace vine (Polygonum auberti) 
makes on the hotel. 

Chatsworth is of a magnificence 
to stop you in your tracks. It speaks 
to the mind rather than the heart— 
a vast display. Whole villages were 
moved to insure fine views and im- 
prove the site, and improvements 
are still being carried out, as last 
summer on the north front where 
the terrace planting is being redone. 

The house is unbelievably mag- 
nificent. You will remember the 
great hall with the magnificent gilt- 
balustraded, red-carpeted “Great 
Stairs,” and the black and white 
marble floor. Here are four lovely 
flower paintings by Bogdani and the 
famous Laguerre wall paintings— 
not nearly so interesting as the Bog- 
dani, I thought, Julius Caesar being 
their concern. I loved the chapel 
smelling of cedar and with chairs 
in beautiful needlework. Elsewhere 
painted walls, ceilings, chandeliers, 
the trompe d’oeil violin painting on 
one door, the incomparable libraries 
—here is grandeur to rival Rome. 
And don’t miss the portrait of Bess 
of Hardwick—a lady married four 
times, always obtaining the full es- 
tate, children of other marriages 
notwithstanding. A remarkable per- 
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son and a builder in the grand 
tradition. I wish you could see her 
Hardwick Hall, not particularly for 
the gardens but for the house with 
its amazing dramatic stairway. 

At Chatsworth little remains of 
the Elizabethan garden’ except 
Queen Mary’s Bower. The sur- 
rounding views were developed by 
the 18th century landscape architect 
Capability Brown, who laid waste 
many a formal renaissance garden 
to create parks in which “forest 
trees in random groups supplanted 
the formal groves.” As you go 
through the rooms of the mansion 
consider the panoramas. They are 
indeed beautiful if you do not mind 
too much the sacrifice of a village 
to obtain such effects. The foun- 
tains of Chatsworth are an amazing 
sight, the Emperor Fountain throw- 
ing a 290-foot jet, the highest in 
the world it is claimed. The Sea- 
horse Fountain is wonderfully 
placed—notice the proportions of 
the setting—in a great grassy par- 
terre with avenues of trees on each 
side. The Cascade, from the Cas- 
cade Temple, sweeps majestically 
down a hillside of steps. 

At Bakewell you must make a 
decision based on your time. If you 
have plenty—and are also interested 
in the magnificent cathedrals—you 
might go directly west to Lincoln, 
then north to Beverley Minster. This 
is close to York and I think lovelier, 
certainly more easily enjoyed at the 
height of the tourist season. York 
Minster is plumb in the middle of 
the city with no air space. It is 
covered with scaffolding due to ex- 
tensive repairs, and so crowded it’s 
hard to sense its grandeur. Since I 
arrived there on market day, it was 
particularly trying. Getting to York 
itself is no great do, but driving to 
a parking space at the Minster is 
something else. The same is true 
of most cathedral cities. It’s best 
to try to locate the cathedral from 
afar as you approach. Then, unless 
one-way streets defeat you, keep 
driving in the general direction till 
you get near. 

Durham is almost straight north 
from York, and beyond the beauti- 
ful ruins of Jedburgh Abbey, with 
grass so green it looks like a fine 
broadloom carpet. Finally you come 
to Mellerstain near Kelso. The drive 
to it takes you through the Cheviot 
Hills, so stark and beautiful and 
such an interesting contrast to the 


southern lushness of Kent, where 
you started. (Incidentally, I dis- 
covered the caretaker at Jedburgh 
was an avid reader of FLOWER 
GROWER, with many back issues 
spread out on her table.) 

Mellerstain, on the edge of the 
romantic Scott country, is unbeliev- 
ably beautiful in both house and 
garden. The Adam mansion is ex- 
quisite in design and furnishing. In 
the oval entrance hall stood, when 
I was there, tall pedestal urns filled 
with dark natural beech, mauve 
rhododendrons and singie white 
Canterbury bells. (The English do 
these urn arrangements superbly.) 
The plaster ceiling is but one of 
many such Adam designs in the 
house, all in a beautiful state of 
preservation. Along with elegance, 
there is great comfort here and you 
feel that the family (the Earl and 
Countess of Haddington) are but 
briefly away—as indeed they are. 

On the mundane side, I was de- 
lighted to find a shop within the 
house where the Mellerstain Hand 
Weavers sell beautiful _ stoles, 
scarves, ties and lengths of hand- 
woven tweeds. I sent home a great 
package of this (declared, but duty 
free if within your $500 allowance), 
and my friends are all glad now that 
I went to Mellerstain! 

The terrace gardens lie to the 
south, the ground sloping down 
from the house in an incomparable 
sweep of lawn, ending in a lake and 
a far view of the Cheviot Hills. 
After many hours I still felt I could 
not leave this garden with its mar- 
velous fragrance of old roses, par- 
ticularly overwhelming after a re- 
cent shower. The upper aisles of the 
terrace terminate in Adam urns with 
balanced plantings of pillar roses. 
Against the yellowish-gray stone 
garden walls grow enormous del- 
phiniums in varying shades of blue 
with pale and deep pink roses climb- 
ing behind them. Wide clumps of 
a yellow-flowering gray-leaved plant 
emphasize the yellow tints in the 
stone. The cross paths are marked 
with statues, a fine Mercury in the 
near view. Rose trees accent the 
walks and in the look-down-into 
terrace, boxwood is planted in an 
effective fan pattern with bedding 
plants between. The thick points of 
enormous topiary yews also make 
strong accents. 

It is but a short distance from 
here to Edinburgh where the gar- 
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dens of Princes Street and the won- 
derful flowers around the Scott Me- 
morial are a delight right in the 
center of the city. Hollywood House 
and Edinburgh Castle make this a 
romantic city, which is only dour 
if the rain doesn’t stop. (Of course, 
it is the place to buy fine cashmere 
sweaters. ) 

You can come south again by a 
westerly route if you wish, driving 
through the Wordsworth country 
and Windermere, and perhaps land- 
ing finally at Stratford-on-Avon to 
see a play or two. (But it’s not 
worth while at the height of the sea- 
son for it is much too crowded and 
you can’t get tickets.) Or you can 
decide against Stratford, stop soon- 
er at Litchfield, a “dreamy” old 
city, and from there select a place 
in the lovely, lovely Cotswolds for 
a few days’ rest. I loved Moreton- 
in-Marsh, where I stayed for a 
week. Burford and Broadway also 
have delightful hotels, usually with 
gardens. And motoring in the Cots- 
wolds is not to be missed. At every 
turn in the road there is a new pic- 
ture. The thatched cottages of yel- 
low-gray Cotswold stone are some- 
thing I have never learned to take 
in stride. And the roses here seem 
always in bloom. 

Your guide books will indicate 
many stately homes and gardens in 
this part of England, and if antiques 
are also your passion, consider your- 
self ruined in the Cotswolds. I was 
—to my lasting pleasure—since 
shipping is so easy. 

Hidcote Manor Gardens at Chip- 
ping Campden are my sixth choice 
for you. I hope, though, you will 
also visit Compton Wynyates near 
Banbury and Sudeley Castle at 
Winchcombe—so romantic with the 
adjoining ruined walls of the ban- 
quet hall and the chapel where 
Henry VIII’s last queen, Katherine 
Parr, is buried. Hidccte has a mar- 
velous main axis, the Great Alley, 
which, starting at the house, passes 
through fine herbaceous borders, up 
a flight of steps with garden-house 
sentinels at the top, and on beyond 
wrought iron gates to a terrace with 
short avenues of standard horn- 
beams. This axis and the bisecting 
one are fairly narrow but dramatic 
with many intimate gardens on each 
side. I loved the small formal fuch- 
sia garden of bedding and standard 
plants with a box edging and a mass 
of heliotrope for fragrance. 
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To me Hidcote is memorable for 
many things—the dominating cedar 
of Lebanon near the house, the 
many vistas walled with clipped 
yew, the small stone-floored courts 
with inserted beds of peonies or 
roses, the constant change of levels, 
the fine topiary work, especially with 
holly, the easiness of the short flights 
of steps, and the clever placement 
of many rest spots with comfortable 
benches. Hydrangeas of several 
kinds are used to advantage at Hid- 
cote and the pot, urn and box plant- 
ings, characteristic of English gar- 
dens, are superbly managed. Near 
the house, urns featured peppermint 
geraniums, purple fuchsias and ver- 
benas. At the top of the long flight 
of steps standard heliotrope per- 
fumed great pots of gray-leaved 
plants beside the tile-lined garden 
houses. In a garden beside the 
house were tubs of salmon gerani- 
ums and purple heliotrope. At Hid- 
cote there are many lovely lessons 
for the gardener in these container 
plantings, also in the small gardens, 
each of which might well be copied, 
for a single garden instead of a 
series. There are well-labeled bo- 
tanical plantings here, too—a fine 
place to learn about unusual mate- 
rial in this extensive collection. 

From Chipping Campden you can 
get to Hampton Court in half a day 
on your way back to London. There 
is magnificence here, indeed, and 
delight in the gardens from the first 
breeze of lily and heliotrope fra- 
grance as you enter. 

The American traveler abroad in- 
clines to cover too much territory 
for true satisfaction. If you are gar- 
den minded, next time drink deep 
of Britain. My own 3,000 miles 
represented the most enjoyable of 
all my European trips. Yours will, 
too, if you take it easy and don’t 
plan too much. Except over Bank 
Holidays and in crowded tourist 
spots like Stratford-on-Avon and 
Oxford, you can almost always get 
comfortable accommodations with- 
out booking ahead, provided you 
try before too late in the afternoon. 
Apparently Britains like the Ameri- 
can traveler, and I think it’s pleasant 
to go where you are so warmly wel- 
comed.®

we ARE PRIZED by flower arrangers as they 
can be used in so many ways and are long lasting.

e Break stem at a joint rather than cut it. 
e Place stem in tepid, rather than cold, water. 
e Keep flowers in cool place at night to prolong life. 
e Avoid escaping cooking gas, as even minute amounts 
will put a carnation to sleep. 
For unusual color effects carnations can be dyed 
with any of the special floral dyes. 
Petals may be dried for use in a potpourri. 
The round form of a carnation combines well with 
spike-form flowers such as snapdragons.®

The Carnation— 


garden to greenhouse

vgn ace ARE MADE pleasant and 
sweet with the labours and 
witt of man, and not by Nature.” 
When William Turner made this 
comment on carnations in his 16th 
century Herball, he was comparing 
the tiny, five-petalled wild clove pink 
with the double, varicolored, fra- 
grant carnation even then the pet 
of devoted gardeners. Only fifty 
years later John Gerard was to con- 
sider it as useless to describe each 
new variety as it would be to “num- 
ber the sands.” Yet improvement of 
the flower by both amateur and pro- 
fessional enthusiasts has continued 
through four more centuries. 

Turner, the father of English bot- 
any, was the first to try to classify 
his country’s native plants. From 
friendly association with leading 
Continental botanists during his po- 
litical exiles abroad, he knew that 
the single-flowered pink growing on 
English downs since the Norman 
Conquest was the same flesh-colored 
flower the Greeks and Romans had 
used, probably after importing it 
from Egypt or Spain, to flavor their 
wine or form their garlands. And he 
realized how ardent gardeners of 
Italy, France, Germany, Holland 
and his own country were improving 
the carnation. 

This 16th century gilliflower, as 
it was often called (whether because 
of its July blooming date or clove 
scent is still debated), closely resem- 
bled the border or garden type of 
carnation grown today. John Ger- 
ard, the barber-surgeon who super- 
intended the gardens of Queen 
Elizabeth’s treasurer, Lord Burleigh, 
acquired the first yellow variety from 
Poland through a London merchant, 
Nicholas Leete. This “orange tawnie 
gilliflower” was the pride of Gerard’s 
own garden in the fashionable Eng- 
lish suburb of Holborn, where he 
grew some one thousand species of 
flowers. 

Here, with the help of his wife, he 
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prepared for printing in 1597 a best- 
seller “principally intended for Gen- 
tlewomen”—his Herball or Historie 
of Plantes. In this he advised carna- 
tion lovers to “repair to the garden 
of Mistress Tuggie” at Westminster, 
who had kept up, after his death, 
her husband’s fine collection of these 
flowers, many named for him. 


John Parkinson, botanist to 
Charles 1 in the early 17th century, 
made a definite distinction between 
the gilliflower and the carnation, de- 
scribing the latter as large and less 
hardy. At Long Acre in the heart 
of London, he grew nineteen named 
varieties of carnations and twenty 
varieties of gilliflowers. The blush 
and crimson Strip’tT SAVADGE, the 
white DELICATE, and HULO, pur- 
plish, red, or grey, were among his 
double garden varieties of carna- 
tions. His collection was famous for 
some of the earliest picotees, blooms 
spotted and streaked with color 
around the edge. 

Parkinson considered carnations 
“the chiefest flowers of account in 
all our English gardens,” and gave 
much space in his Paradisi in Sole 
to directions for increasing them by 
planting and sowing, protecting them 
in summer from vermin, in winter 
from frost, snow and wind. He fore- 
shadowed many a later grower by 
pronouncing them somewhat diffi- 
cult of culture, even the GREAT 
Harwick or old English carnation, 
his special favorite. About this he 
stated, “never beareth many flowers 

. is Slow in growing . . . not to 
be often handled”; yet he extolled 
its “magnificence.” 


Later 17th century carnation lov- 
ers continued to bewail the problems 
of its culture. Sir Thomas Hanmer, 
one of the great horticulturists of the 
day, claimed, “They ‘are best pre- 
served in good large earthern potts, 
that they may be remov’d up and 
downe as the weather is, and the 
season of the year. There is no 
flower more subject to dye . . . for 
many will dye every yeare, let the 
care of them be never so great.” 

He had trouble also in raising car- 
nations from seed, blaming the diffi- 
culty of ripening seed on the damp 
English weather, for Dutch and 
French growers were obtaining bet- 
ter results. (Hanmer’s garden book, 
however, remained in manuscript 
form until noticed by an editor in 


1932; and, perhaps, this was as well 
for the carnation.) 

It was, no doubt, this practice of 
moving plants about that led to the 
introduction of the 17th century 
stove house. This was just a large 
room with big windows, usually 
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Carnations arranged in glass present a 
refreshing look on the dinner table.

heated by a stove. Hanmer’s good 
friend, John Rea, used one and rec- 
ommended that, where there were 
no stoves, the air be warmed with 
pans of charcoal. Rea, a Worcester- 
shire nurseryman, had for a ther- 
mometer a pan of water set on the 
floor, its freezing indicating the need 
for heat. Perhaps the first profes- 
sional English florist, this pains- 
taking grower listed ninety-one 
varieties of carnations. 

Oddity of color was greatly prized, 
and there is one account of a green 
carnation produced by “a certayn 
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friar” who grafted a carnation upon 
a fennel stalk. The flowers, it was 
claimed, were green for several 
years thereafter. 


Many 18th century fanciers, how- 
ever, still considered the carnation a 
garden plant. Thomas Fairchild, 
with more than thirty years of pro- 
fessional nursery experience, recom- 
mended it for London gardens. In 
the first book on town gardening, he 
described white, red and purple va- 
rieties, though he had never seen a 
strict blue nor a yellow such as 
Gerard had grown in the 16th cen- 
tury. Perhaps he tried to produce 
one, for he is said to have been the 
first gardener in England to experi- 
ment with artificial hybridization, 
though he felt the practice unnatural 
and immoral. In fact, he did cross 
the carnation with the sweet William. 
THE MULE, a double red variety, is 
supposed to have been developed 
from such a cross. 

For James Justice, the Scotch 
gardener, however, the carnation 
was a pot plant not to be bloomed 
“in a slovenish Manner in the open 
Ground.” He warned, also, that 
carnations should not be planted in 
earth where hyacinths have grown 
as the two are “sure poison” to each 
other. Justice was familiar with Con- 
tinental carnation culture, having 
twice visited Holland to study Dutch 
methods. The son of a bulb mer- 
chant, for him gardening became 
such a passion that he spent a for- 
tune on his garden near Dalkeith 
only to be forced to sell it after thirty 
years. 

These 18th century gardeners 
knew two categories of carnations— 
whole blowers and the older bursters 
or broken flowers—for one fault of 
the carnation has always been its 
tendency to split its calyx. Free or 
whole blowers, introduced from 
France about the middle of the cen- 
tury, were naturally preferred, and 
from then on the English raised 
many new varieties. 


Carnations were further classed 
as flakes, flames, bizarres, picotees 
and painted ladies. They were 
known by such tantalizing names as 
THE Fiery TRIAL, THE BLEEDING 
SWAIN and THE DUCHESS OF HAM- 
ILTON’S PRIDE.

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tions were dressed for competition, 
any imperfectly formed or poorly 
marked petals being removed. 


Two trends in the 19th century 
helped to carry the carnation into 
the greenhouse. The first was the 
popularity, with both amateur and 
commercial florists, of the glass 
house as a protection for tender 
plants; the second, the improvement 
in America of another type of carna- 
tion with continuous bloom. 

The growing of carnations under 
glass no doubt resulted from the 
earlier practice of frame protection 
by exhibitors attempting to secure 
perfect flowers for competitions. 
Carnation societies had been formed 
even before 1820, and fully double 
3- to 4-inch blooms on stems up to 
40 inches were said to be obtainable. 
Flowers with petals striped or edged 
in colors other than the ground color 
were still favored. Self-colored 
blooms were discarded as lacking in 
sufficient interest. 


Then, about 1840, there was de- 
veloped near Lyons, France, an im- 
proved carnation form from a strain 
first grown in France in 1750. 
Called the tree carnation from the 
excessive height inherited from the 
earlier introduction, this was brought 
to America in 1852. Here its rigid 
stems and continuing period of 
bloom gave it great commercial 
value. The year 1864 saw the first 
American-raised seedling. By 1870, 
there were fifty-four varieties cata- 
loged. In 1900 one variety, Mrs. T. 
W. Lawson, received so much news- 
paper publicity over the $30,000 
sale of stock and naming privileges 
that even English interest, hitherto 
cool, was awakened. This improved 
American strain, known as the per- 
petual flowering carnation, returned 
to Europe and largely displaced the 
older types for greenhouse culture. 

Hardier carnation varieties are 
again bringing the flower to the at- 
tention of outdoor gardeners. Per- 
haps one day the carnation, “quaint, 
gay, sweet and good for nosegays,” 
may be a favorite in our own Ameri- 
can gardens.®

Grow “florist” carnations 
in your own greenhouse 


by DR. E. C. GASIORKIEWICZ 


ANY HOME GARDENERS are 
M puzzled as to whether they 

can grow “florist” carna- 
tions. No gardener should hesitate 
if he owns a greenhouse. Although 
a greenhouse is not an absolute must, 
it is the only way to harvest blooms 
during the winter. The greenhouse 
should be fitted with adequate ven- 
tilation and suitable heat. Carna- 
tions thrive best at night greenhouse 
temperatures between 50° and 55°. 
They will even tolerate temperatures 
down to 38°, if something unfore- 
seen should happen. 

Florist carnations are started from 
cuttings or slips. Be sure to obtain 
the best stock possible—clean, 
sturdy and free of insects and dis- 
eases. Commercial carnation grow- 
ers select stock plants, from which 
the best cuttings are selected. Your 
purchase from such a source may 
at first appear costly, but it insures 
the best success. Once choice stock 
is in your greenhouse, you may 
propagate your own cuttings and 
reserve future purchases for new 
varieties or colors. 


Rooted carnation cuttings are 
available all year from carnation spe- 
cialists. Cuttings delivered during 
spring can be potted first in 3-inch 
pots and later in 6- or 7-inch pots 
when the 3-inch-pot soil-ball is 
nicely covered with roots. I have 
also seen excellent carnations pro- 
duced by putting cuttings directly 
into 6- or 7-inch pots. The im- 
portant thing to remember is that 
carnations should not be left in the 
smaller pots too long as the stems 
will become hard and woody. 

For those who have a lot of green- 
house space, carnation cuttings can 
be planted directly in the greenhouse 
bench. The cuttings should be 
spaced about 5 x 8 inches apart, ap- 
proximately three plants per square 
foot; this allows for future growth. 

Since the plants in pots or benches 
will remain in flower until the fol- 
lowing year, the soil mixture must 
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be the best available. A soil com- 
posed of three parts good garden 
loam, one part peat moss or com- 
post and one part sharp sand will 
be an open, well-drained mixture. 
A 4-inch potful each of superphos- 
phate and ground limestone to a 
wheelbarrowful is all that is needed 
to complete the final potting soil. 

Growing carnations in pots or 
benches will require supports to pre- 
vent the stems from sprawling and 
breaking. Plants grown in pots can 
be supported with wire rings inserted 
into the pot. The lower foliage and 
stems are tucked behind the support. 
Later, to support the long flowering 
stems, use thin galvanized steel or 
cane stakes. 


When grown in benches, the best 
support is several tiers of wires 
stretched between frames attached 
to each end of the bench. Strings 
are tied to these wires across the 
width of the bench resulting in a 
number of squares, about 4-inches 
across, through which the plants 
grow. A special galvanized net is 
also available—squares already pro- 
vided—which can be stretched be- 
tween the end frames. Fittings and 
pipe necessary to make frames for 
the ends of the bench may be ob- 
tained from greenhouse manufac- 
turers. 

To obtain the greatest number of 
flowers, the young plant is made to 
branch by removing the growing tip 
of the main stem or lateral stems. 
This is called pinching. Leave about 
five to seven nodes or sets of leaves 
on the stem. Normally one lateral 
shoot will grow from each node or 
joint; thus a healthy carnation plant, 
after pinching, should produce five 
to seven shoots which, if left un- 
pinched for the second time, will 
produce at least five to seven flowers 
on good stems. 

In addition to stem pinching, the 
removal of all small lateral flower 
buds is necessary, leaving but one 
terminal bud. This removal is called

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disbudding and allows the full de- 
velopment of the terminal flower 
with its high-crowned center, full 
petal count and vivid color. 

The time of pinching after final 
benching or potting depends upon 
when the flowers are desired. For 
instance, if plants are pinched in 
May, flowers can be expected in 
August; July pinching delays flower- 
ing until late November or Decem- 
ber—a good thing to remember if 
you want red carnations for Christ- 
mas. An October pinch should pro- 
duce flowers for Mother’s Day. 


Watering and fertilizing are the 
only routine requirements for good 
carnations. When you water, be 
sure to thoroughly moisten the soil, 
and during the summer months 
water sufficiently to maintain full 
active growth. 

Carnations draw heavily on the 
soil nutrients, so fertilizing is neces- 
sary. Ammonium sulphate, ammo- 
nium nitrate or a complete fertilizer 
such as 4-12-4 and 15-30-15 in dry 
or liquid form may be used during 


Carnation Terms 


© The following terms are often 
found in books and articles on 
growing carnations in a green- 
house: 

Benching—putting rooted cut- 
tings directly into the greenhouse 
bench without prior potting. 

Disbudding—removal of the 
lateral flower buds that appear 
on stem, leaving but one bud to 
flower. 

Full petal count—flowers that 
are fully double. Poorly grown, 
skimpy flowers do not have a 
full petal count. 

Lateral stem—side shoot that 
is formed from the leaf junction 
following pinching. This stem 
will bear a flower. 

Pinching—removal of termi- 
nal growth to induce branching. 

Split—a flower whose calyx 
(cup beneath cluster of petals) 
has broken, due to growing at 
too low temperatures. 

Terminal flower—end flower 
on main or lateral stem that is 
left in process of disbudding.

If watered 
and fertilized correctly, carnation 
foliage should be curled, feel crisp 
and brittle—not straight, limp or 
leathery. 

The common greenhouse pests— 
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aphids, red spider and thrips—can 
be successfully controlled with the 
use of insecticides as sprays, dusts, 
or smokes. These and the small 
canister aerosols containing ma- 


lathion control all the insect pests 
except slugs, which are controlled 
with a metaldehyde bait.

AMONG FLOWERING 
VINES, THE CLEMATIS 
RANKS FIRST BY FAR 


“Because it grows on a lattice 
The rabble says it is clem-at-is 
But Webster will never cease to hiss 
Until they call it clem-a-tis.” 


CLEMATIS IS A GENUS related to buttercups, with ap- 
proximately 250 species, most of them woody vines. 
It is amazing that they are not more widely grown. 
I suppose the reason for this is a mistaken belief that 
they are difficult to grow. It is true there are certain 
requirements that must be met for the happiness of 
some of the more desirable ones but these are not too 
difficult to provide. 

First is preparation of the soil. Clematis, to grow 
well, requires a deep fertile soil, one that is fairly re- 
tentive of moisture but porous enough to permit easy 
drainage. While Ernest Markham, whose monograph 
Clematis is the best work on the subject, recommends 
preparing the soil to a depth of 2% to 3 feet, this is 
not really necessary and I would suggest that half this 
depth would be adequate. Rotted farmyard manure is 
desirable, but this, as everyone knows, is a scarce article. 
I would recommend as a substitute compost or com- 
mercial humus or, failing this, Michigan peat (neutral) 
or peat moss in a 3- to 5-inch layer mixed throughout 
the 18 inches of topsoil. Practically every writer on 
clematis says the soil must be limy. While I’m not 
convinced that this is so, I realize that liming will not 
do any harm. I advocate pulverized limestone, espe- 
cially if peat moss is the source of the organic matter, 
at the rate of 4 to 18 ounces per square yard, or un- 
leached wood ashes at the rate of 4 to 8 ounces per 
square yard or to a bushel of soil. Ideally the soil 
should be prepared at least a month before you are 
ready to plant. At the time of planting test the soil 
again for acidity and if it is still below pH6 mix in 
some more ground limestone. (continued on page 80)

One of the ways of planting clem- 
atis is to set the plant on the north 
side of a deciduous shrub. This will 
give it shade for its roots, while the 
tops of the shrub will support the 
shoots. In order to give the clematis 
a fair start it is well to make the 
hole for it 2 feet across so as to 
eliminate, for a time, root competi- 
tion from the shrub. 

Most clematis plants arrive from 
the nurseryman as pot-grown plants 
and it is important to set them 3 to 
4 inches deeper than they were in 
their pots. This would mean that 
the point where the stems branch 
from the roots will be about 3 inches 
below the soil surface. Too shallow 
planting leads to trouble. Be sure 
to water well after planting and, if 
possible, provide water during pe- 
riods of drought. Mulching the 
plants with rotted manure, straw, 
grass clippings, buckwheat hulls or 
whatever material you have avail- 
able helps retain soil moisture and 
keeps the roots cool during the hot 
days of summer. 

With a few exceptions, such as 
Clematis heracleifolia, C. Davidiana, 
C. integrifolia, and C. recta, clem- 
atis need supports of some kind 
on which they can climb. These may 
be twiggy shrubs or cut branches; 
trellises, espaliers or arbors; or pil- 
lars, such as red cedar with the side 
branches shortened to about 6 to 12 
inches. Clematis climb by twisting 
leaf-stalks (the stems themselves do 
not twine); therefore twiggy sup- 
ports are desirable. If you must use 
smooth poles it is a good plan to 
drive in nails at the top and at the 
bottom of the pole, after it has been 
set. They should project an inch or 
two and be connected by stout 
twine so that the climatis will have 
something to cling to. 

Fortunately many of the best gar- 
den forms of clematis blossom on 
shoots of the current season and in 
consequence their pruning is simple. 
In the spring, merely cut the top 
growth down to the ground or to 
the strong shoots which will start 
into growth early in the growing 
season. Those which bloom on old 
wood are suitable only in areas in 
which the winter temperatures are 
comparatively mild—on the north 
Pacific coast and on Long Island, 
N. Y. These woody kinds can be 
pruned by cutting from the base a 
few shoots to thin out the crowded 


ones. If the plant gets into such a 
tangle that it is practically impos- 
sible to separate the wanted from 
the unwanted, it probably is better 
to cut most of the top growth to 
within a foot or so of the ground, 
sacrificing a crop of flowers for the 
season. 

Planting in the spring just before 
new growth starts is preferable, al- 
though kinds hardy in your area 
could be planted in the fall. 

It seems that the lowermost parts 
of the stems are most vulnerable. 
There is a chance that they may be 
broken off or abraded by strong 
winds; or rabbits, squirrels and chip- 
munks may eat the young buds or 
cut off the stems for nesting ma- 
terial. Because of these varied 
troubles it is desirable to make a 
12-inch collar or sleeve of fly- 
screening or small mesh hardware 
cloth. If slugs are bothersome, per- 
haps the best method of dealing with 
them is to put out poison bait con- 
taining metaldehyde. 

There are so many good clematis 
that it is difficult to make a choice. 
Let us first take a look at the small- 
flowered kinds. 

Clematis texensis, which grows 
about 6 feet tall annually, behaves 
as a herbaceous perennial in the 
North. It produces its fleshy flowers 
freely from June until September. 
These are urn shaped, crimson on 
the outside and buff with pinkish 
tones on the inside. They are small 
—one inch long—but the freedom 
with which they are produced makes 
up for the small size. 

DUCHESS OF ALBANY is a hybrid 
of C. texensis which has deep pink 
flowers with a white edge suffused 
with red. A dainty kind which is 
sure to satisfy. 

C. montana is a species whose 
blossoms are borne on one-year-old 
wood. It is not so winter hardy as 
the preceding kinds but for those 
who are adventurous and do not 
mind taking a chance it is worth- 
while to plant it, provided winters 
are not more severe than those ordi- 
narily experienced on Long Island, 
New York. 

C. paniculata, sweet autumn cle- 
matis, is one of the best known of 
the foreign species. In spite of its 
small flowers, there are so many of 
them that it is spectacular in bloom. 
In addition the air in its vicinity is 
permeated with its hawthorne-like 
fragrance. The seed heads (achenes) 
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are feathery and add greatly to the 
value of this species. 

The large-flowered clematis are 
the ones that bring praise from the 
cognoscenti and the novice alike. 
The hardy kinds include the follow- 
ing which have endured winter tem- 
peratures as low as 30° below zero. 

C. tangutica, the best of the yel- 
low-flowered species, has flowers 
from 3 to 5 inches across. Its seed 
heads are even more attractive than 
those of C. paniculata. 

C. Jackmani has 5-inch purple 
flowers, freely produced. This is 
the oldest of the large flowered hy- 
brids. It blooms from June to Sep- 
tember. 

C. lanuginosa candida is a white 
form of the species which is chiefly 
responsible for the large-flowered 
hybrids. 

RAMONA, a vigorous grower, has 
deep lavender-blue flowers of excel- 
lent form. 

MME. BARON VEILLARD is an- 
other vigorous grower, up to 10 or 
12 feet, with many lilac-rose flowers. 

MME. EpouarD ANDRE grows to 
about 7 feet. Its flowers are a pur- 
plish-red. 

NELLIE Moser has pointed petals 
of pale mauve and white with a 
deep red streak down their centers. 

PRINS HENDRICK has azure-blue 
flowers, 6 to 7 inches across, with 
undulating margins. 

C. Henryi has creamy white flow- 
ers 8 inches across and grows to a 
height of 8 feet. 

DUCHEss OF EDINBURGH has dou- 
ble white flowers. 

VILLE DE LYON has lavender-red 
flowers that deepen in color as the 
days get colder. 

Gipsy QUEEN is a Jackmani hy- 
brid with violet-purple flowers. 

If I was limited to two varieties 
I would choose C. Jackmani and C. 
lanuginosa candida.®

Larger plant in back is Hosta caerulea, 


Fine effects with foliage

ing leaves in spring. At the same time we are 

busy planting perennials and annuals which will 

give our gardens a riot of colorful blooms. We often 

forget foliage plants, those restful, pleasing greens which 
act as peacemakers between clashing flower colors. 

Summer comes and flowers blaze in the hot sun 

unrelieved by cool greens that the weary eye seeks in 

vain. Or perhaps there is a dull dark corner that needs 

the perky effect of variegated foliage. Still other fine

effects are gained by using the glaucous- and woolly- 
leaved plants. 

Fortunately there are many fine foliage plants that 
will also give a bloom display at some season of the 
year. For the flower border iberis, peonies and day-lilies 
are my favorite foliage plants. These three perennials 
were planted with bloom in mind, but we now realize 
that their good foliage is more important. Iberis makes 
a fine evergreen edging plant after the white bloom is 
finished in May. In early spring the new red shoots of 
peonies are a nice contrast to a nearby clump of daffo- 
dils. Later, when peony blooms are gone, the good 
green foliage, changing to rich autumn tints, serves a 
double purpose. It provides welcome relief between 
drifts of colorful phlox and supplies a cool green back- 
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ground for white petunias. Day-lilies have nice green 
foliage from early spring to late fall. The strap-shaped 
leaves also add variety in form to the clumps of Japa- 
nese anemones and hardy asters in our border. 

During hot summer days we enjoy walks in our wood- 
land. In summer there are few flowers here. But how 
restful are the cool greens of ferns and moss beneath 
the trees! Along these woodland paths there are the 
leathery evergreen rosettes of London pride (Saxifraga 
umbrosa) and the spreading deep green mats of winter- 
green (Gaultheria procumbens) and Vaccinium vitis- 
idaea. These last two have cheerful red berries in winter. 

Lacking a wooded area, these cool green effects 
can be created in a shaded corner of the small garden. 
A mossy stone, a clump of maidenhair fern and Galax 
aphylla could be used with epimedium, oxalis, Anemone 
nemorosa or Dicentra eximia for ground cover. One 
gardener | know uses pots of tender Fatsia japonica and 
English ivy on her shaded terrace to provide a restful 
effect for hot days and permanent evergreen foliage 
for this prominent area. 

For warm sunny areas there are several handsome 
plants with gray foliage. In planters or as edgings to 
walks and terraces combine blue-gray dianthus foliage 
with woolly thyme. These prominent areas will look 
well-dressed the year round and the dianthus will 
provide fragrant blooms in June. Or let the spear- 
shaped leaves of yucca supply an evergreen accent 
beside a flight of steps; use it in a sunny border with 


Ribbon grass, with green and white striped leaves, con- 
trasts with dark-toned flowers and foliage behind it. 


Perky green and white bishop’s-weed (above) lightens 
shaded problem areas; has white flower heads in summer. 


Dusty miller is used effectively in this bed between the 
house and the terrace.

effect they give. Use ribbon grass 
with its slender green and white 
striped leaves to light up clumps 
of deep-toned flowers and shrubs. 
For difficult shaded places bishop’s- 
weed will stand the root competition 
of trees and spread its pretty green 
and white leaves over the ground. 
White flower heads open in summer. 


For fine foliage effects the hostas 
deserve special mention. All pro- 
duce flowers but the leaves are espe- 
cially handsome if plants are in 
shaded moist situations. H. plan- 
taginea has spectacular large green 
leaves and fragrant white flowers in 
August. H. Sieboldiana has 10- to 
12-inch ribbed glaucous leaves of a 
lovely blue-green color and lilac 
flowers in summer. H. undulata has 
bright wavy 6-inch leaves striped 
and splashed with creamy white. 
Flowers are pale lavender. H. cae- 
rulea, which is almost as large as 
H. plantaginea, has lavender-blue 
flowers. The shiny green leaves 
make a good effect in the border. 
All hostas make fine edgings to mois- 
ture-loving shrubs. Plant them along 
a shaded path in combination with 
lily-of-the-valley, mertensia or helle- 
bores. Or let their fine foliage pro- 
vide a background for impatiens, 
begonias, fuchsias or the naked 
stems of fall-blooming colchicums.

A YEW for 
every garden 


by DONALD WYMAN 


HE YEWS are, without doubt, the most 
versatile of all evergreens for use in the 
garden. They grow under a wide variety 

of climatic conditions; their foliage is about the 
darkest green of any of the evergreens; they 
will grow well in either shady or sunny situa- 
tions, and they make excellent hedges as they 
withstand constant shearing. Their bright red 
fruits are ornamental in the fall and frequently 
long into the winter—if the birds do not quickly 
devour them. There are over one hundred 
varieties available to American gardeners— 
truly a bewildering number. 

Although the popular conception is that the 
yews are low shrubs, actually the English and 
the Japanese yews (these are the most widely 
used) are trees in their native habitats. It is

Three typical forms of yews are vase form, above, pyramidal or 
conical, left, and oval, top. Other forms are dwarf-rounded, 
wide-spreading and tree type. Since many young nursery plants 
are sheared, their shape is no indication of the mature form. 
Taxus, or yew, can be heavily pruned and kept within a certain 
size. In England, Taxus baccata is widely used for topiary, and 
conical forms make ideal hedges with minimum trimming,

just that they have not been grown 
long enough in America to fully 
demonstrate their tree-like charac- 
teristics. There are, it is true, slow- 
growing varieties of these trees, 
which have become widely popular.

This new hybrid 
species was named Taxus media, 
and there are many varieties of it 
being grown today for they have the 
good characteristics of both species. 

To complete the understanding of 
this group of plants, one should 
know that there is a Chinese yew, 
which is not a valued plant in Amer- 
ican gardens, and three native Amer- 
ican species. The most important 
of these is the Canada yew, a low, 
shade-loving shrub about which 
more will be said later. So, the yews 
now grown in America come from 
all the widespread areas of the 
North Temperate Zone. 


The English yew, known and ap- 
preciated in Europe for centuries, 
was brought to America by the early 
colonial settlers. It is obvious, then, 
that we have nothing in our country 
anywhere near the age of the thou- 
sand-year-old English specimens. 
One of the oldest may well be a 
small tree in Williamsburg, Virginia, 
under which George Washington 
was supposed to have proposed to 
Martha Custis. 

The Japanese yew was brought to 
America from Japan in 1861 by 
George R. Hall of Bristol, Rhode 
Island. This hardier species then 
became more and more appreciated 
as a garden plant for the North, 
while the English yew was grown 
largely in the warmer parts of the 
country. 

Although all yews are easily prop- 
agated by cuttings, the commercial 
growers at first turned to seed propa- 
gation since large numbers of seed- 
lings could be easily handled. Over 
1000 of one such batch of seedlings 
were set out in a semipermanent 
planting in the Rochester Parks by 
B. H. Slavin. It soon became appar- 
ent that the resulting seedlings had 
all sorts of sizes and shapes. Hence 
this was an excellent way to obtain 
new varieties. If the number of new 
yews on the market is any criterion, 
it is apparent that this method of 


propagation is still holding true to- 
day in many places. 

H. H. Hunnewell of Wellesley, 
Massachusetts, who had been ex- 
perimenting with English yew, found 
that this species was not thoroughly 
hardy in New England. So, natu- 
rally, he welcomed the opportunity 
of growing Japanese yews when they 
were first made available to him 
after 1861. As a result, he had both 
species growing on his large estate

and about 1900 T. D. Hatfield, his 
superintendent, first grew the hybrid 
species later named T. media. 


Because of the many desirable 
characteristics of yews, and because 
shrubby evergreens with such ex- 
cellent foliage and, in most cases, 
freedom from insects and diseases, 
are needed in gardens, it is no won- 
der that the yews have increased to 
the bewildering number of varieties 
now available from nurseries. The 
yews range in size from plants about 
one foot high to small trees of 25 
feet. Some are low, others are squat 
rounded shrubs, flat-topped shrubs, 
densely upright or vase shaped 
shrubs and thin columnar shrubs. 

It is impossible. to mention all the 
many varieties. However, it is pos- 
sible to discuss a few that represent 
classes or groups of varieties, so that 
the average gardener can understand 
what effects he can obtain by using 
some of these serviceable plants. In 
speaking of the heights, the figures 
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given should be taken as approxi- 
mate only. Many yews (but not all) 
are slow growing—some more so 
than others. A variety listed here as 
being about | to 4 feet tall will be 
that for many years, but with good 
soil and excellent growing condi- 
tions it can grow much taller. Fortu- 
nately, all yews can be restrained by 
either light or heavy pruning, a very 
important fact to keep in mind. 


The lowest group of yews are 
slow-growing plants about | to 4 feet 
tall. Naturally, these are in much de- 
mand for foundation plantings. One 
of the most useful forms is Taxus 
baccata repandens, the hardiest of 
the English yews; it is perfectly 
hardy as far north as Boston, Massa- 
chusetts, except in the most severe 
winters. This has a rather flat- 
topped habit with slightly pendulous 
branch tips—ideal for a dignified 
planting. Just as hardy, but slightly 
more rounded in habit, is T. cuspi- 
data densa. One very old plant in 
the Arnold Arboretum is 4 feet high 
and 9 feet across, but it has taken 
half a century of growth to reach 
these dimensions. 

In the same size group is the pros- 
trate Japanese yew, T. cuspidata 
prostrata which has horizontal 
spreading branches. It should also 
be noted that 7. cuspidata nana can 
be kept in this size group with a little 
judicious pruning of the taller shoots 
every few years. It is recognized by 
its short stubby branchlets and its 
short leaves or needles. This plant is 
an excellent slow-growing variety, 
and is placed in this low group even 
though it can grow considerably 
taller with a long life span. A third 
variety is WARD, named in honor of 
the former president of the old Cot- 
tage Gardens Nursery on Long 
Island, New York. 

The next group of yews would be 
those that do not grow over 4 to 6 
feet tall or that can be easily re- 
strained at this height. There are 
many slow-growing and rounded va- 
rieties in this group. Included here 
would certainly be such varieties as 
Brown, which has a densely conical 
habit, HALLORAN and VERMEULEN. 
All are Taxus media varieties. Taxus 
cuspidata densiformis is another 
slightly hardier form that should be 
included here. 


Medium-sized yews are those 
about 6 to 10 feet tall, about as tall

as the owner of a small garden would 
want. One would be T. cuspidata 
Thayerae, originated about 1916 
from a batch of seedlings on the 
Bayard Thayer estate in South Lan- 
caster, Massachusetts. A selection of 
these seedlings was made and planted 
in the Arnold Arboretum when the 
plants were about 2 to 3 feet tall and 
3 feet in diameter. Now they are ap- 
proximately 8 feet tall and 16 feet in 
diameter, showing how yews can 
grow in time. Although they vary 
slightly they have uniformly spread- 
ing branches that are almost hori- 
zontal, with the top practically flat 
and filled with foliage. There is a 
form in the trade called ANDERSON, 
which is practically identical. 

The upright forms in this size 
group would include the old-fash- 
ioned Hick’s yew, STOVEKEN and 
Moon, all being forms of the hy- 
brid species 7. media. These are 
upright plants, sometimes slightly 
columnar while young, and are 
much used in formal plantings. 
When closely planted, and given an 
occasional top trimming, they pro- 
duce an excellent narrow, easily- 
cared-for hedge. 

Broadly pyramidal types in this 
same size group would include the 
popular HATFIELD yew and the 
KELSEY yew, often referred to as the 
KELSEY BERRYBUSH yew because of 
the profuse fruits it bears when it is 
only 4 to 5 years old. 

Taller types, 10 to 25 feet, would 
include the vigorous-growing Eng- 
lish yew and the tree-form Japanese 
yew, known in American nurseries 
as T. cuspidata capitata. Another 
form is the newer ADAMs. All these 
are vigorous-growing forms, so large 
eventually that unless used as small 
trees they would have to be pruned 
repeatedly to be kept restrained. 

Then, there are many vase-shaped 
forms, varieties with branches com- 
ing from the base at a wide angle 
and frequently with few branches in 
the center. There is a very beautiful 
form of the English yew, T baccata 
aurea, that has yellow leaves. The 
color is especially beautiful if the 
plant is grown in full sun. There is 
also a yellow-fruited form of the 
English yew. 

Mention of tall varieties would 
not be complete without listing the 
Irish yew, T. baccata stricta, a rig- 
idly columnar type that is one of 
the most picturesque of all varieties. 
Of course, it takes many years (in a

mild climate) for this to truly make 
an outstanding specimen, but given 
time, it is one of the best of the 
small tree types. 


The Canada yew should really be 
in a class by itself since it is seldom 
used as a replacement for any other 
yew. It grows about 3 to 6 feet tall. 
is hardier than all the others, being 
native from Newfoundland to Vir- 
ginia, but it must be grown in the 
shade or partial shade. It branches 
well from the base and is frequently 
used as a ground cover. 

It is well to keep the mature 
shapes of yew varieties in mind for 
two reasons. First, small nurser\ 
plants are frequently sheared and 


their current form may not be an 
indication of their mature form. Sec- 
ondly, since the mature forms are 
definite and desirable in the land- 
scape, it is wise to obtain the variety 
that eventually has the form desired 
for a certain location. 

Many yews have failed to produce 
the colorful red fruits so much de- 
sired on ornamental evergreens. 
This is because the sexes are sepa-

are necessary to secure fruits. One 
staminate plant is probably enough 
to fertilize six to eight pistillate 
plants if it is not too far removed.

All yews can be pruned or sheared 
quite heavily. This makes them ex- 
cellent hedge plants as well as serv- 
iceable shrubs to have near the 
house for the repeated cutting of 
branches for flower arrangements. 
Yew foliage. especially of slow- 
growing forms like 7. cuspidata 
densa, can be most useful in making 
Christmas wreaths and all sorts of 
other decorations. Other species of 
yew can be used for Christmas dec- 
orations, too. Some people even 
delay their regular pruning until this 
time of year for this purpose. 

A tall yew can be materially re- 
duced in size, but two requirements 
should be kept in mind. First is 
that if much interior foliage and 
bark is to be exposed after pruning, 
pruning had best be done in very 
early spring rather than fall. Winter 
exposure might injure the previously 
shaded plant parts. Secondly, in re- 
moving major branches, be certain 
a few buds or shoots are left to in- 
sure new young growth. ¢@

Arnold Arboretum at Floriade 


HE UNIQUE CONTRIBUTION that 
: Harvard University’s Arnold Ar- 
boretum has made in American 
horticulture will be of special inter- 
est to the five million visitors ex- 
pected to view Rotterdam’s Floriade 
(March 25 to September 25, 1960). 
As one of the main attractions in 
the International Horticultural Ex- 
position’s 3'42-acre U.S.A. Exhibit, 
the Arboretum’s display will feature 
plants introduced to American and 
the world over the past half century. 

A short walk from the beautiful 
Techbuilt redwood-faced American 
home, Arnold Arboretum will fea- 
ture 130 varieties of plants, flowers 
and shrubs collected in trips to 
China, Japan and Korea. 

“We have been collecting plant 
materials for the past 75 years in 
the Northern Temperate regions,” 
says Dr. Donald Wyman, nationally 
known horticulturist of the Arbore- 
tum, and the man responsible for 
the Holland exhibit, “and some of 
our very best plants will be shown 
in Rotterdam.” 

Along the walks of the Arbore- 


tum’s exhibit area, high above the 
Rhine River, over 350 ornamental 
plants will be shown. Among them 
will be one of the most popular 
shrubs Arnold has introduced in the 
U.S., the Japanese barberry. 

Arnold’s historic role in Ameri- 
can horticulture began in 1873 and 
has continued to grow in importance 
ever since. The Arboretum has per- 
formed the function of both profes- 
sional collector and purveyor of 
plant materials. 

Dr. Wyman strongly believes that 
the role and value of America’s ar- 
boretums are ever increasing. Even 
though botanic gardens and arbore- 
tums continually find new plant ma- 
terial, he suggests that “‘a consider- 
able amount of work has yet to be 
done by such institutions to weed 
out plants of secondary ornamental 
importance. 

“No institutions are better 
equipped than the arboretums and 
botanic gardens of America to do 
just this, and do it on an impartial 
basis,” he adds. 

The values to which Dr. Wyman 


refers will be aptly demonstrated in 
the U.S.A. Exhibit. Although Ar- 
nold Arboretum will occupy the 
largest area devoted to outstanding 
American and foreign plant collec- 
tions, Longwood Gardens (Kennett 
Square, Pennsylvania) and Wash- 
ington, D. C.’s National Arboretum 
will also be represented in the 314 
acres. Inside the American pavilion, 
the U.S.A. Library will feature 
publications and literature on the 
American Association of Botanical 
Gardens and Arboretums. 

To insure that the Arboretum’s 
plant material would be of interest 
not only to horticulturists and gar- 
dening enthusiasts but the general 
public as well, many behind-the- 
scenes plans have been carefully 
worked out months in advance. This 
called for close cooperation of four 
different organizations in three cities. 

Dr. Wyman and his staff in Ja- 
maica Plain, Massachusetts, com- 
pleted research to determine what 
plant material would be easily grown 
in Holland; what effects the North 
Sea salt air would have on the vege-

Williamsburg Symposium 
to visit plantations 


Rarer of Virginia’s earliest great 
houses along the James River 
will be open to members of the 
Colonial Williamsburg Garden Sym- 
posium this spring. The Symposium 
will be held from March 29 to 
April 1. 

The plantations, still removed 
from modern traffic, were once 
isolated, self-sufficient family com- 
munities. Accessible only by water, 
or by roads so poor that they were 
often impassable to vehicles, these 
plantations were far from towns 
and inns. The goods and services 
available on the place made towns 
unimportant to plantation society, 
and hospitality replaced inns and 
taverns on the itinerary of traveling 
gentlemen. 

Great wealth and traditions of 
social prestige and gracious living 
gave the architecture of these homes 
sophistication and beauty of design. 
In many cases the town houses of 
the landed aristocracy in Williams- 
burg were not as elaborate as the 
minor dependencies on the large 
estates. 

One of the earliest and most re- 


markable of the James River planta- 
tions is Shirley, which will be visited 
during the Symposium. The land 
was first inhabited in 1613, and the 
present house was built in 1723-40 
by Edward Hill III, a member of 
the House of Burgesses and Col- 
lector of Revenue. The property 
was inherited by his daughter Eliza- 
beth Hill, who married John Carter, 
Secretary of State of the Colony and 
son of Robert “King” Carter. One 
of their descendants, Anne Carter, 
married Light Horse Harry Lee, of 
Revolutionary War fame, and was 
the mother of an even more famous 
soldier, Robert E. Lee. Shirley is 
now owned and operated by the 
ninth generation of the Carter fam- 
ily, one of the very few old Virginia 
plantations still in the same family. 

The paneled interior of Shirley is 
outstanding, having unusually wide 
boards and a variety of finely carved 
decorative mantels and doorway 
pediments. The free-hanging, or fly- 
ing staircase is unique in this country. 

In 1726, six years before the birth 
of George Washington, Benjamin

F you live in an area where blue 

grasses thrive, the chances are 

high that your lawn is infested 
with Poa annua—annual blue grass. 

In spring, nothing could be love- 
lier. It is a bright rich green in color 
and as a rule does not grow over 
1% inches tall. Years ago it was 
sold as “the grass you never need to 
cut.” I can remember thousands of 
pounds of Poa annua sold over the 
counter at $1.50 or more a pound, 
at a time when heavy sun-cured 
common Kentucky blue grass sold 
for 25¢ to 30¢. The seed came from

June it suddenly goes to seed, pro- 
ducing a perfect sea of light-colored 
heads almost overnight. Because of 
the effect of these light seed heads, 
it is sometimes called white bent— 
an inaccurate name because it is 
not a bent grass at all. 

Just as suddenly as it produces 
seed, it dies out. I have actually 
seen it go from a fresh vivid green 
to a dead brown in three days. This 
is largely due to the maturing of the 
seed and can sometimes be partially 
prevented by heavy mowing. How- 
ever, all strains of Poa annua are so 
susceptible to leaf spot diseases that 
even if it is kept from seeding every 
blade will die out in late July or 
early August. 


Because of its unpredictable na- 
ture, Poa annua is considered a weed 
almost everywhere. While some is 
still sown deliberately as a tempo- 
rary grass on golf greens in the 
South, practically everywhere the 
cry is, “How can we control Poa 
annua?” 

Before we can attack it, we need 
to know something about its growing 
habits. Unlike most grasses, it does 
not germinate in early fall or spring,

DON’T THROW IT AWAY! 
Plant it, watch it grow 


by WALTER SINGER 


i THE CENTER Of an alligator-pear 
(avocado) is a chocolate-brown 
pit that hides a secret. The secret 
is that without much effort you can 
raise a beautiful foliage plant, as 
attractive as any rubber plant or 
dieffenbachia. Plant this avocado 
seed in a 4-inch flower pot. Over 
the drainage hole place a few pieces 
of broken crockery for good drain- 
age. Then fill three-quarters of the 
container with regular potting soil. 
Now place a thin layer of clean sand 
on top of the soil. The seed is placed 
with the pointed end up and then 
covered with sand so that about 
one-third of it is above the sand. 
For the next six or seven weeks keep 
the sand damp but not wet. 


Another delicious fruit from the 
tropics is the pineapple. When you 
prepare your pineapple for dessert 
the first step is to cut off the leafy 
crown. Usually you throw it away. 
This time take a sharp knife and 
cut off the top right at the line where 
it begins to grow on top of the fruit. 
Do not cut higher or lower. Let the 
cut dry for a day or two so that the 
bleeding will not cause decay. The 
cutting should be placed in a shal-

grape, a Florida tree. Grow from seed. 


low flower pot filled with clean 
mason sand. Place the cutting firm- 
ly into the sand. At this time the 
cutting has to be in diffused light; 
it should not get direct sun. Drafts 
should be avoided. It will take five 
to eight weeks for the cutting to 
take root. 


There is a little trick which will 
induce the pineapple (or any of 
the pineapple cousins, the brome- 
liads) to produce flowers. Dissolve 
five grains of calcium carbide—the 
crystal that was used for the old 
ethylene lamps—in one quart of 
water. Then fill the center of the 
dense rosette of leaves with this 
solution and let it remain there for 
twenty-four hours, then drain it off. 
In five to six weeks you will get a 
great surprise. 


Once you catch on to the idea 
that every seed will produce a plant, 
or that some parts of a plant while 
dormant at present may later be 
alive again, your own imagination 
and experience will lead you to the 
many surprises and pleasures of 
growing your own plants in your 
kitchen window.®
